Roofs.- In any factory, no worker shall be required to stand or passover or 
work on or near any roof or ceiling covered with fragile material through 
which he is liable to fall, in case it breaks or gives way , a height of more 
than three metres, unless: - 

(a ) Suitable and sufficient ladders, duck ladders or crawling boards, 

which shall be securely supported , are provided and used ; and 
(b ) a permit to work on the fragile roof is issued to him each time 

he is required to work thereon by a responsible person of the 
factory concerned ” .

This Industrial Dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G. O. Rt. 1445 /69 /LSWD 
dated 14-7-1969. The only issue referred for adjudication is as follows: 

“ Promotion of Sri P. Shanmugasundaram , Field Assistant” . 

Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the Union submitted 
the claim statement in which it was contended as follows: 

Sri P. Shanmugasundaram has joined the Company as a Field Staff 
in the year 1958. From the year 1960 onwards, on several occasions 
Sri P. Shanmugasundaram acted as head conductor, whenever, the head 
conductor went on leave . On 31st March , 1967 the Head Conductor of one 
division Mr. S. Muthuswamy resigned his post and left the Estate . As 
usual Sri P. Shanmugasundaram was asked to hold that post and he was 
occupying the same till 15-7-1967, when , quite against the conventions and 
precedences, the Management appointed a stranger in the post overlooking 
the claims of Sri P. Shanmugasundaram . The reasons advanced by the 
Management are all flimsy and frivolous. 

The Union concluded with the prayer that an award may be passed 
declaring the appointment of the outsider as null and void and directing the 
Management to give the said post to Sri P. Shanmugasundaram . 

The contentions of the Management in their reply statement are to the 
effect that it was normal practice in the Management Company to promote 
Junior Staff to fill senior vacancies, provided they were having suitable 
experiences and qualifications to warrant such promotion and since 
Sri P. Shanmugasundaram does not possess required experience or capacity 
to warrant promotion to the place of the Head Conductor , he was not 
appointed . 

The Managemement has elaborately dealt with the issue in the Reply 
Statement, which was finally concluded with an assertion that the action was a 
managerial function and that the Union has no right to question the same. 

The Management concluded with a prayer that an award may be 
passed upholding their contentions. 

The Union thereafter submitted a replication in which they have 
traversed all the contentions of the Management as per their reply 
Statement. 


When the case came up for evidence both the parties submitted that 
the matter is being compromised and on 27-3-1971 a joint memo of com 
promise was filed by the parties concerned , which is shown below as 
Aanexure: 
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Since the terms of the compromise appear to be just and reasonable I 
pass my award in terms of the same and this award shall come into force on 
the expiry of 30 days from the date of its publication in the Government .

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AWARD 
This Industrial Dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G O. Rt. No. 193/LSWD 
dated 3-2-1970 . The issue referred for adjudication is as follows: 

" Wages to workers for the period of closure of the factory from 

22-8-1969" . 
Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the Union submitted 
their claim statement in which it was contended as under : 

" The Company concerned in this dispute is closed with effect from 
22-8-1969 without giving any kind of notice whatsoever, to the workers. 
This closure is intentional, since there was no reason for the same. The 
Management have not complied with any of the mandatory provisions of 
the Industrial Disputes Act before closing down the factory . The workers 
have presented themselves for einployment every day during the closure 
but they were denied employment. Therefore, they are entitled to wages 
including D. A. for the days they were kept out employment, illegally 
and unjustifiably . 

Recently we have come to note that the closure is permanent and so the 
workers are entitled to get notice pay and closure compensation as per 
Section 25 (F ) ofthe Industrial Disputes Act." 

The Union concluded with the prayer that an award may be passed in 
terms of their contentions. 

The Management filed their reply statement in which they have 
contended as follows:-- 

“ It is a fact that the factory run by the Management at Pattazhy was 
closed with effect from 31-8-1969, as per notice put up by the Management; 
since raw -materials were not available. The contrary assertion made by 
the Union is utterly incorrect. This closure was not at all intentional, since 
it was done so , because of the dearth of raw -materials. 

The Factory has resumed work on 23-3-1970 and it is still working. 
Therefore the Management is not bound to pay any compensation for the 
period of closure as claimed by the Union ." 

The Management concluded with a prayer that an award may be 
passed dismissing the dispute. 

When the case came up for evidence , several adjournments were 
obtained by both the parties and finally on 9-3-1971 he Learned Representa . 
tives of the parties submitted that the matter was settled out of court and 
Sri T. M. l rabha the General Secretary of Kerala .Cashewnut Factory 
Workers Federation , submitted a memo which is shown below as Annexure . 
In the said memo it is said thit the Union is not pressing the claim since 
thematter has been settled out of court. Therefore I hold that there is no 
subsisting dispute between the parties at present, and dismiss this reference . 
I pass my award accordingly .

AWARD 
The Government of Kerala by Order No. G. O. Rt. 1235 /69/LSWD 
dated 12-6-1969 referred the following industrial dispute existing between 
the above parties for adjudication . The only issue referred is the following : 

Suspension of Shri V. Cheriakkan from 9-5-1968 to 8-7-1968. 
G. 829 
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2. Both parties appeared before this court and filed statement, reply 
statement and rejoinder . The union adduced evidence and marked the 
documents. The management wanted a few adjournments to adduce oral 
and documentary evidence . All the adjournments were allowed but they 
have not adduced any oral or documentary cvidence 

3. The case of the union as stated in their statement is as follows: 

This worker was employed as a distribution boy and he worked for the 
past 16 years under his society . On 8-5-1968 he was informed that the em 
ployer has suspended him with effect from 9-5-1963 for some serious defects , 
found out in the distribution of milk, in the Regional Engineering College, 
Calicut on 24-3-1968 . He submitted his explanation on 16-5-1968 denying 
the charges levelled against him . But a charge-sheet was issued on 12-6-1968 
The worker submited an explanation to that also . On 15-6-1968 he was 
informed that a sub-committee would enquire into the allegations and the 
enquiry was posted to 17-6-1968. The particulars regarding the presiding 
officer and the names of the witnesses to be examined on bchalf of the em 
ployer were not furnished to him . Two witnesses were examined on 17-6-1968 
and according to the union the witnesses have not proved the case of the 
employer. But the enquiry committee found the worker guilty of the charges 
and he was punished by suspending him for 2 months. 

Since the enquiry 
has been conducted without adhering to the principles of natural justice the 
union would say that the worker is not liable to be punished . 

4. In the reply statement filed the employer says that thereference itself 
is bad in law since it is barred by the provisions of Kerala Co-operative 
Societies Act. This Tribunal has no jurisdiction to try the dispute since the 
proper form is the Registrar of Co-operative Societies. The allegations 
made against the enquiry are not correct. There was the show cause notice 
and they gave notice of the enquiry also and an enquiry was conducted by 
the disciplinary sub -committee of the Society and by way of punishment he 
was suspended for a period of 2 months. He preferred an appeal to the 
Board but they did not find sufficient reaso is to interfere with the punish 
metand so the appeal was rejected . It is state that they furnished all the 
information necessary and a fair enquiry was conducted , ant they arrived at 
the conclusion on the basis of facts elicited in the enquiry . The worker was 
guilty of falsification of accounts and ofmisappropriation. On 24-3-1938 he 
was e trusted with 125 bottles ofmilk and he actually distributed 128 bottles 
of milk but he brought to book only 115 bottles of milk . The punishment 
awarded for this offence has to be upheld because that is bascd on the 
evidence of the sub - committee which conducted the enquiry . 

5. In the rejoinder filed by the union it is stated that this court has 
jurisdiction since the jurisdiction of this tribunal is not ousted by the Kerala 
Co-operative Societies Act. Further there is an agreement sigaed by the 
employer and the workers in the presence of the conciliation offer constituted 
under the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act. Clause (1) of this agree 
ment provides for referring this issue to the Industrial Tribunal, Calicut. 
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So the employer at this stage is stopped from raising this contention . The 
union further says that it was not a fair enquiry. It is also added that the 
worker was never given milk in terms of bottles. They measure in lites . 
This itself is sufficient to show that the management has no consistent case in 
this mater. 

6. WW1 is the concerned worker . Usually he gets the milk as per the 
indent and on 24-3-1968 also he got milk as per the indent. The suspension 
was ordered only 2 months after this date and he gave an explanation . In the 
enquiry conducted by them the committee examined 3 witnesses and he says 
that none of them has stated that the worker was given more milk than 
shown in the indent. No documents were also mirked in the enquiry . The 
milk is given in terms of litres and not in terms of bottles. In cross- exami 
nation he says that hewas in charge of distribution of milk in the Regional 
Engineering College on 24-3-1968 . He was not able to say whether he was 
given 128 litres of milk for supply on that day . He was given some milk in 
the milk cans and the balance in bottles. He ha 1 given indent for only 115 
litres ofmilk . The suggestio of the management that there were com 
plaints against him on prior occasions and to test his honesty they gave 10 
litres of more milk than usual is denied by him . Somemore details regard 
ing the evidence adduced at the enquiry is also given by hi n . 

He says 
that there is a permanent disciplinary committee for the Society and the 
enquiry was conducted by them and the committee had allowed him to cross 
examine the witnesses examined on behalf of the employer and al o to exa . 
mine his own witnesses. In re -examination he says that there was no charge 
of irregularity on his part prior to 24-3-1968 . 

7. The internal auditor of the Co -operative Milk Supply Union is 
examined as WW2. He is also the Secretary of the Union . He proves Ext . 
WIthe agreement between the employer and the union regarding this 
maiter . The receipt and issue note kept for issue ofmilk from dairy to the 
Regional Engineering College would show that WW1 has given milk indent 
for 115 litres of milk . The way in which this is to be distributed also can be 
seen from this . He has no knowledge of any former complaints against this 
worker. He does not know as to whe are all members of the enquiry com 
mittee. In cross-examination he says thit he cannot say what all letters are 
sent and received by the union prior to his assumption of charge as the 
Secretary . There is provision for forming a disciplinary sub - committee in 
the byelaws. He also says that even before this complaint against this 
worker this committee used to make enquiries into the allegations levelle 
against workers. Somemore replies regarding the distribu ion of milk are 
given by him . As already stated the management was given a number of 
opportunities to examine their witnesses and to mark d.cuments on their 
behalf . But they have not choosen to adduce any ev.dence. There is only 
the evidence ofWWI and WW2 and also the document Ext. Wi. 

8. At the time of argument the learned counsel for the management 
emphasised that this court has no jurisdiction in view of the provisions of 


the Kerala Co- operative Societies Act, 1969. He would add that the con 
sent cannot confer jurisdiction . He refers to the decision at AIR 1969 
Madhya Pradesh 16 . There the question was whether Sec. 55 of the 
Madhya Pradesh Co-operative Societies Act excludes the jurisdiction of the 
Labour Court constituted under the Industrial Disputes Act. It will be re 
levant in this connection to refer to the relevant provision in the Act which 
reads as follows: 
" 55. (2 ) Where a dispute including a dispute regarding terms of 

employment working conditions and disciplinary action 
taken by a Society , arises between a society and its em 
ployees, the Registrar or any officer, appointed by him , not 
below the rank of Assistant Registrar, shall decide the dis 
pute and his decision shall be binding on the society and 

its employees." 
Their Lordships say that 

" The language of this provision is clear enough to show 
that under the Act, which is a special enactment dealing 
with the special subject of Co-operative Societies, a dispute 
with regard to termination of services of an employee of a 
Co- operative Society can be decided only by the Registrar 
or any officer appointed by him , not below the rank of 

Assistant Registrar.” 
In this case the learned counsel for the management refers to Sec. 69 
and argues that this decision is applicable to this provision also and so this 
court has no jurisdiction to adjudicate in this matter. The provision refer 
red to is as follows:-- 

“ Sec. 69. Disputes to be referred to Registrar :-(1) Not 
withstanding anything contained in any law for the time 
being in force, if a dispute arises 


... 


(c ) between the society or its committee and any past 

committee, any officer, agent or employee or any 
past officer, past agent or past employee, or the 
nominee, heirs or legal representatives of any deceased 
officer, deceased agent.or deceased employee of the 

Society ; or " 
It can be stated that these two provisions differ very much . If the 
legislature had the intention to oust the jurisdiction of the Tribunals under 
the Industrial Disputes Act then they would have made clearer provisions 
just like what they have done in Madhyapradesh . There is nothing in this 
Act to suggest that there was the intention of ousting the jurisdiction of this 
Tribunal under the Industrial Disputes Act, in such cases . 

Prior to this 
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new Act our High Court in a number of cases have held that the Tribunals 
constituted under the Industrial Disputes Act have the right 10 adjudicate 
the dispute between the Co - perative Society and its employees. This is the 
view of the Supreme Court also as seen from the extracts from the decision 
of the Supreme Court in Civil Appeal No. 2993 and 2934 of 1968 as reported 
in the journalsection at page xxviii 1969 (I) LLJ. This decision also . 
clearly shows that the jurisdiction is not taken away by the provisions of the 
Co-operative Societies Act. 

9. In this case the disciplinary action was taken and the worker was 
punished in the year 1968 and at that time this act of 1969 was not in force. 
So the law as it stood prior to this has be considered . By various decisions 
it has been made clear that the jurisdiction of the Tribunal is not taken 
away by the then existing provisions of the Co-operative Societies Act. 

10. The counsel for the union also points out that in this particular 
case the union and the employer had agreed to refer this dispute to this Tri. 
bunal for adjudication by Ext. Wi; the agreement. The conciliation was 
also convened by the labour authorities constituted under the Industrial 
Disputes Act. There is no case that the employer did so because of some 
compelling circumstances. So it has to be inferred that the employer had at 
that time consented to these proceedings being taken by this court. In view 
of these facts I find that these objections of the management will not hold 
good . 

11. The further aspect to be considered is the merits of the case . The 
management had taken a number of adjournments and they have produced 
documents also but nobody on behalf of the management have cared to 
tender evidence . There is only the evidence adduced on behalf of the 
union . . The management in this case has not placed sufficient reasons before 
this court to arrive at a finding that they have taken only justifiable action 
against this worker in the disciplinary proceedings. In view of this I find 
that the punishment ofthe worker was not based on sufficient grounds and 
so it is hereby set aside. The suspension of the worker from 9-5-1968 to 
8-7-1968 is hereby set aside. He will be entitled to be treated as on duty 
during this period . So the reference is answered accordingly . I pass this 
award as stated above and this award shall come into force on the expiry of 
30 days after its publication in the Government Gazette .

Director of Harijan Welfare , Trivandrum , in the case of 
students lelonging to Scheduled Castes , Schedulcd Tribes and 
converts from Scheduled Tribes, and the District Welfare Oficers 
concerned in the case of students belonging to Converts from 
Scheduled Castes, Other Eligible Communities (including Kudum 
bis ), Other Backward Communities and Converts from them , will 
award scholarships at the discretion of Government for post matri 
culation studies during the academic year 

1971-72 as detailed 
below : 
1. Object: 

The object of the Scheme is to give monetary concessions to 
the students belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
Other Eligible Communities including kudumbis, Other Backward 
Communities and converts from them , studying in the various 
post Matriculation Institutions in the State . 
II . Scope: 

The concessions shall be available to the students belonging 
to the communities mentioned in the list appended as Annexure I. 
studying in the Institutions in the State conducted directly or 
recognised by the State Government or by the University . 
III. Conditions for Eligibility : 

( 1 ) " The educational concessions to Backward Communities 
shall be granted only to the children of those who have been 
residents of the State continuously for a period of 5 years or more 
and also who are the natives of the State and also to domiciles 
for more than 5 years. 

( 2) "The concessions will be with - held for misconduct, irregue 
larity in attendance and unsatisfactory progress in studies. 

( 3 ) Educational concession to a particular Post Matricula 
tion study shall be allowed only if the candidate has completed 
and passed the previous courses of studies and that he has not 
enjoyed concession for studies in any other professional or techni 
cul curses Previvusly or for any miker pust-matriculatic courses 
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unless the previous courses were necessary to secure the minimum 
qualification for admission to the new course . 

( 4 ) But the students belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and Other Eligible Communities including kudumbis and 
converts from them who discontinue studies in non -technical 
and non - professional courses after a short period to join technical 
and professional courses during the same academic year due to 
the time- lag in the finalisation of admission to the technical and 
professional courses will be eligible for full fee concession for the 
period of study in the former course and they will be exempted 
from payment of tuition fees due to the College at the time of their 
relief to join technical and professional courses. This is subject 
to the condition that while sanctioning lump-sum grant for the 
technical and professional courses an amount equal to the amount 
of lump- sum - grant already disbursed for the non - technical and 
non -professional courses shall be deducted with -held ) and only the 
balance shall be sanctioned . 

(5 ) Only students possessing minimum qualifications shall be 
admitted to a course and allowed the benefit of educational con 
cession and in case persons possessing higher qualifications get 
admitted they shall be entitled only to whatever concessions are 
available after deducting the value of concession enjoyed by them 
for the courses over and above the minimum standard fixed for the 
respective course . 

(6 ) But in the case of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Other 
Eligible Communities including Kudumbis and Converts from them , 
value of concessions enjoyed on account of fee concession need not 
be taken into account in determining the concessions allowable as 
per rule 5 above ie . fee concession is allowable to them even if they 
had enjoyed concession for professional, technical or for any other 
post-matriculation studies not required for admission to the present 
course . 


(7 ) The restriction imposed on the grant of educational conces 
sions in the rules 4 , 5 and 6 above will not be applicable to scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes, other Eligible Communities including 
Kudumbis and Converts from them who are admitted for the pro 
fessional Degree courses like Engineering , Medicine, Agriculture 
Veterinary, B. Ed . B.L. (LLB.) DAM . and for the professional non 
degree courses in the Government and Private Polytechnics. 

18 ). Students who withdraw from T.T.C. Course of study after 
enjoying the concessions such as lump-sum grant and monthly 
stipend will not be eligible for concessions for their further courses 
of studies from Marijail Welfare Department ( Vide Govt. letter 
No. 670/ C4/68/ L & SWD dated 27-12-69 ). 
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IV . Nature of Concessions: 

( a) In the case of students belonging to Scheduled Castes , 
Scheduled Tribes, Other Eligible Communities including Kudumbis 
and converts from them , the following concessions shall be given 
without any reference to the income of their parents or guardians 
for the 1st year of study in each class. 

1. Full fee concession . 

2 . Annual lump-sum -grant for purchase of books and dress 
at the rates fixed for each course as given in Annexure II A & B. 

3. Actual boarding and lodging charges in the Collegiate 
hostels or other Government Hostels or monthly stipend at the 
rate fixed as given in Annexure II. 

4. Students who are entitled to get actual boarding and 
lodging charges are eligible to get pocket money at Rs 7.50 p . m . 
In the case of students in Medical Colleges pocket money will be 
Rs. 10 p.m. to meet their sundry expenses. But students residing 
in Cosmopolitan Hostels run by the Harijan Welfare Department 
are entitled to Rs 10 as pocket money , irrespective of the courses 
in which they are studying. 

5. Students who are residing in Government or recogniseo 
hostels and who are entitled to actual boarding and lodging 
charges shall be granted , the following concessions also : 

(i) Travelling Allowance for journey to native place and 
back during vacation viz ., Onam and X mas vacations, Actual bus 
fare or III class train fare shall be paid to each student. 

(ii ) Stipend during short vacation. - Stipend at the rate of 
Rs 2 per day shall be granted to those students who remain in 
hostels during Onam and X mas vacations. 
(Note : A student shall be eligible for either (i) or ( ii ) above and 
not for both ). 

(iii ) . Grant for making contribution to Hostel Days etc. 
Actual contribution subject to a maximum of Rs. 5 shall be 
allowed to each student in a year payable in the last month of 
the academic year. 

Students who reside in hostels other than Government or 
recognised hostels are not eligible for the above concessions. 

(b ) Students belonging to Other Backward Communities 
and converts from them shall be granted only full fee concession 
for the 1st year of study in each class for the courses mentioned 
in Annexure II subject to the annual income limit, the incoinc 
limit being Rs. 1,800 per annum per P.D.Cs. Diploma non -degree 
courses etc. and Rs 2,400 per annum for degree and Post - graduate 
courses and Diploma courses in Rural service etc, 
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(c ) Students belonging to the communities referred to in 
rule IV (a ) shall be given only full fee concessions during the 2nd

( d ) All students belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes, other Eligible Communities including Kudumbis and 
converts from them shall be exempted from payment of exami 
nation fees for University examinations for two appearances within 
a period of three years from his /her 1st appearance : Students 
belonging to Other Backward Communities and converts from 
them shall not be eligible for exemption for the 2nd appearance. 
Note. - 1. Certificate of income in the case of Other Backward 

classes and converts from them shall be that pertaining 
to the parents of the students and certificate of income 
of the guardian should be produced and accepted only 
when neither of the parents if alive and that the student 

himself owns no property. 
2. Recognised hostels mean 

hostels recognised by the 
University or Government. 
3. Actual boarding and lodging charges do not include any 

cost of extra food taken by the students . 

( e ). Exemption to Rule IV ( c ) . -- ( 1 ) Students belonging 
to communities referred to in Rule IV (c) who have failed comple 
tely or partly in the M. B.B.S. Examinations/for Degree courses 
and Diploma courses in the Ayurveda Colleges and in the B. V. Sc. 
Examination and who are continuing their studies in the same 
class for an additional period shall be granted usual concession 
( except lump sum grant for purchase of books and dress) till the 
last date of the next examination . The candidates shall not be 
eligible for any concession beyond this period for the same course. 

( 2 ) Students belonging to Scheduled Castes/Scheduled 
Tribes, Other Eligible Communities including Kudumbis and Con 
verts from them who have failed in their 2nd chance of studies 
in the M. B. B. S. Examination shall also be given the above con 
cessions for their third chance of studies in the same class . But 
they shall not be eligible for any concessions beyond the period 
for the same course . 


(f) Study Tours. - Students belonging to Scheduled Castes . 
Scheduled Tribes and Other Eligible Communities including Kudu 
mbis and converts from them who participate in study tours out 
side the State are eligible for financial assistance equal to the pro 
rata stipend plus Rupee one per day for the period of study tour 
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in addition to railway or bus fare or portion thereof which they 
were called upon to contribute by the College authorities the mini 
mum limit of the fare being 3rd class railway fare or ordinary bus 
fare. The payment of railway or bus fare shall be made only in 
respect of study tours which form part of the curriculam and not 
to other tours. 

(g ) Students attending camps. - Students belonging to Sche 
duled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Other Eligible Communities 
including Kudumbis and converts from them attending survey 
camps and Hydraulic practices which for the sake of convenience 
of studies in the institutions are conducted after the annual exami 
nation shall be given financial assistance for the actual period of 
survey camps and Hydraulic practices at the rates of stipends they 
were enjoying for the respective studies. 

(h ) Students belonging to Scheduled Castes , Scheduled 
Tribes, Other Eligible Communities, Kudumbis and Converts from 
them who are attending evening classes in the following institu 
tions will be allowed only full fee concessions. 

1. University College , Trivandrum . 
2. Maharaja s College, Ernakulam . 
3 . F. M. N. College, Quilon . 

4 . C. M. S. College, Kottayam . 
V. General: 

( i) Government employees who have joined the Colleges 
after obtaining leave for study purposes shall not be given stipend 
for the period of leave with allowances. But the students belong : 
ing to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, Other Eligible 
Communities , converts from them and Kudumbis who are Govern 
ment Employees in receipt of leave allowance or salary shall be 
given full fee concession . They shall also be eligible for the 
difference in amount if any, between the leave allowance and the 
lump-sum - grant at the usual rates to the extent total leave allowance 
for a year is less than the full lump sum grant, provided the 
Government servants concerned have availed themselves of the 
maximum leave they are eligible for. 
Note.-- (1) The grant admissible shall be the difference between 

the allowance earned for such periods of leave and 

the lump-sum -grant. 
( 2 ) A statement showing the details of leave allowance or 

salary to be drawn by them during the year should 
be attached to the bills in which lump sum grant is 

drawn for them . 
(ii) Government employees belonging to Other Backward 
Communities, converts from them who have joined the Colleges 
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after obtaining leave for study purposes and whose parents annual 
income together with the income of the employees concerned is less 
than the prescribed limit for such courses shall be given full fee 
concessions . 

( iii) In places where reservation is made in College hostels, 
stipend shall be given to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
students only if they apply for admission to those hostels and fail 
to secure seats . It shall not however be obligatory for the College 
students residing with their parents or guardians within a radius 
of five miles from the hostels or colleges to join the hostels to entitle 
them for stipend. 

(iv) No stipend shall be payable during continued absence : 
for more than one month with or without leave or combined with 
vacation or holidays. But in the case of students appearing for 
the Public Examination they shall be eligible for the payment of 
stipend during the period of preparation time for examination is 
between the closing date of Colleges and the date of commencement 
of the examination whatever be its duration , 

( v ) If students belonging to Scheduled castes, Scheduled 
Tribes, Other Eligible Communities including Kudumbis and con 
verts from them who are in receipt of concessions from the State 
Government are awarded scholarship or financial assistance from 
the Government of India or any other source, so much of the 
amount of such financial assistance from the other sources shall 
be short claimed from the Department of Harijan Welfare . In 
the case of other Backward Communities and Xian Convert 
students who have been awarded financial assistance from other 
sources, the entire value of concession received from the State shall 
be got refunded to the credit of Harijan Welfare Department . 

(vi) Merit scholarships granted to the students of Scheduled 
castes, scheduled Tribes, Other Eligible Communities including 
Kudumbis and converts from them , from the University and other 
sources for encouraging their merit, shall be given to them in addi 
tion to the usual concessions from the Department of Harijan 
Welfare. 

(vii) The students belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes and converts from scheduled tribes who are awarded Gov. 
ernment of India scholarship shall also be allowed to enjoy finan 
cial assistance from State funds to the extent the amount of Gov 
ernment of India scholarship falls short of the amount of the State 
concessions. 
VI. Procedure: 

( 1) Au the students eligible for the concessions should apply 
for the same in the form prescribed (Form No.1 /No.II) within one 
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month of their admission in the Colleges. They should submit their 
applications with necessary certificates prescribed in the applica 
tion forms. 

(2 ) The Principals of Colleges shall obtain applications 
for concession from the students and scrutinise their applications 
and other records and furnish necessary certificates in the form 
prescribed for the purpose . 
VII . Sch . Castes , Sch . Tribes converts from Scheduled Tribes: 

( 1 ) Applications of Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and Converts from Scheduled Tribes shall be forwarded to the 
Director of Harijan , Welfare , Trivandrum for sanction . 

(2 ) The advance lump sum grant , stipend or mess charges 
will be sanctioned by Director of Harijan Welfare at the beginning 
of the academic year on the basis of the actual number of scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and Convert from Scheduled tribe students 
in each College and the amount sent to the Principals by Bank 
Drafts for disbursement to the students. 

( 3 ) The Government of India Scholarships and State 
monetary assistance to scheduled castes and scheduled tribes, 
Converts from Scheduled tribes students will be sanctioned by 
the Director of Harijan Welfare or by any officer of the Depart 
ment authorised by Government in this behalf . 

(4 ) As soon as the sanctions are issued the Director of 
Harijan Welfare or an Officer wuthorised by Government in that 
behalf will prepare contingent bills for each month and draw the 
amount due to each college by bank draft payable to the Principals. 
The Principals will encash the drafts and disburse the amounts to 
the students within 10 days from the date of receipt of the Bank 
draft . 

(5 ) The original acquittances in support of the disburse 
ments shall be filed in the College and a certified copy of the same 
(like the one referred to in Rule 431 ( c ) KTC.Vol.I ) shall be for 
warded to the Director of Harijan Welfare by the Principals for 
verification and scrutiny. 

(6 ) A list of students in duplicate showing the particulars 
of the students who have been given advance lump sum grants 
shall be forwarded to the Director of Harijan : Welfare within a 
week after the closing of the admission . If any amount is kept 
undisbursed out of the Adhoc lump sum grant amount the inci: 
pals will intimate the details of that amount. 

(7 ) Monthly reports showing overpayments short drawals; 
deletion and addition , if any in the list of students for whom 
scholarships have been sanctioned and amount paid by Bank draft 
every month will be forwarded by the Heads of Institution to the 
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Director of Harijan Welfare before the 10th of the succeeding month 
for making adjustment before drawing the drafts for subsequent 
month . 

(8 ) The Examination fee of the students due to the Univer 
sity of Kerala /University of Calicut will be drawn and disbursed 
to the Universities by the Director of Harijan Welfare. 

B. Other Eligible Communities Including Kudumbis, and 
Converts :-(1) The applications of Other Eligible Communities 
(including Kudunubis) Other Backward Communities and Converts 
shall be sent to the District Welfare Officers concerned . The 
Principals of Calleges are authorised to draw the adhoc lump sum 
grant in respect of Other Eligible Communities, (including 
Kudumbis ) and converts on the basis of sanctions issued by 
Director of Harijan Welfare in contingent bills countersignect by 
the District Welfare Officers for disbursement to the eligible 
students at the time of their joining classes or immediately there 
after. A list of students in duplicate showing the particulars of 
the students who have been given advance lump sum grant shill 
be forwarded to the District Welfare Officers within a week after 
the date of closing the admission . If any amount is kept undis 
bursed out of the adhoc lump sum grant amount that should be 
short drawn in the 1st bill claiming the regular lump sum grant 
or stipend or boarding and lodging charges for the students or 
remitted in the treasury to the credit of Harijan Welfare Depart 
ment under the head . 

(2 ) All payments to the students by way of stipend lump 
sum grant and, to the Colleges in reimbursement of the loss sus 
tained by them on account of the grant of full fee concession to 
the students and the examination fees shall be made on 
tingent bills drawn by the Principals and countersigned by the 
District Welfare Officers concerned . 

(3 ) The acquittance obtained from the students for pay 
ment of the amount of monthly stipend , and lump sum grant etc. 
shall be filled in the Colleges . 

( 4 ) A certificate of disbursement of the amount drawn for 
the previous month shall be recorded by the Principals in the bills 
for the next month . 
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(5 ) The Principals of the Colleges are authorised to draw 
an advance amount equal to 3 months mess charges subject to a 
maximum of Rs 200 per head in favour of the students who are 
admitted to the Collegiate hostel and who are eligible for actual 
boarding and lodging charges as per rules subject to the condition 
that the mess atlvance thus drawn in favour of cach slutlent 


should be adjusted towards the mess charges of the last four 
months of the academic year in equal instalments. 

(6 ) The Principals are also authorised to darw and dis 
burse monthly stipend to eligible students upto 3 months even 

before the receipt of formal sanction . The advance so drawn will 
be adjusted at the time of preferring the regular claim for stipend 
for the 1st three months. 

(7 ) The students entitled to full fee concessions shall not 
be required to pay any fees i.e. tution fees, admission fees, examina 
tion fees, matriculation fees, special fees etc. The loss on this 
account shall be reinibursed in three instalments i.e. 1st instalment 
in September covering the fees for the 1st term , the 2nd in 
December, covering the fees for the 2nd term and the third instal 
ment in January covering the fees for the third term . 

(8 ) The examination fees of the students for the Kerala 
University /Calicut University Examinations shall be reimbursed to 
the Universities through the Principals of Institutions. 
C. General: The students belonging to Scheduled Castes . Scheduled 
Tribes and Other Eligible communities including Kudumbis and 
converts from them shall be eligible for exemption from payment 
of caution deposit . 
VII . Award of concessions: 

The concessions under the scheme shall be sanctioned by 
the Director of Harijan Welfare or District Welfare Officers con 
cerned as mentioned in clause I rule VI. Copies of the Proceed 
ings sanctioning concessions shall be forwarded to the Principals 
concerned , to the Controller of Accounts, Trivandrum and to the 
District and Sub- Treasury Officers concerned . 

(ii) The adhoc lump sum grant shall be disbursed to the eligi 
ble students within a fortnight from the date of closing of admission 
to each course in each College . 

(iii) The stipend and pocket money shall be claimed and 
disbursed to the eligible students before the 5th of every month . 

(iv ) The T. A. and other such concessions if any . admissible 
in connection with holidays such as Onam , shall be preferred 
and disbursed to the eligible students hefore, 3 days from the 
commencement of such holidays .

I. The Director of Harijan Welfare, Kerala, Trivandrum will award 
the Government of India Scholarship and State monetary assistance to 
Backward Community students during 1971-72 who are prosecuting their 
studies in institutions situated outside Kerala State subject to the following 
rules and conditions. 

II. The concession shall be available at the discretion of Government 
to students belongs to Scheduled Caster, Scheduled Tribes, Kudumbies, 
Other Backward Communities and converted from them studying in re. 
cognised Post Matric institutions outside Kerala State conducted directly by 
the State or Central Government or by the Universities . 

III. A. Conditions of eligibility of State concessions. 

(1) The concessions shall be available only to those students who 
are subjects of Kerala and whose permanent residence is within Kerala 
State . 

( 2) The grant of the concessions will be at the rates given in the 
appendix for each course of study . In the case of Scheduled Caste, 
Scheduled Tribes, Kudumbis and converts from Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes students the full fee concessions will be granted for a period 
of notmore than two years in each class. But the lump sum grant will be 
sanctioned only for one year in each class . Other Backward Communities 
and converts from them are eligible only for full fee concession for one year 
in each class . 

(3) The students who join colleges outside the State for B , A., 
B. SC., M. A., Law and other course for which facilities are available the 
State, will not be ziven any concessions, 

(4 ) The concessions under these rules will be ordinarily admissible 
only for courses of studies for which facilities are not available in Kerala 
State . 

(5 ) The concessions will apply to medical, Engineering and other 
professional and technical courses for which facilities are available in the 
State only in cases in which the students have applied for admission to the 
institutions in the State and did not succeed provided that in the case of 
Scheduled Castes, and Scheduled Tribes candidate who secure admission to 
professional and technical courses outside the State, concessions under the 
rules will be granted without the above restriction .

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• (6 ) The grant of the above concession will be subject to the condition 
that the candidates have completed and passed their previous courses of 
studies and that they have not enjoyed concessions from the Harijan Welfare 
Department for studies either within or outside the State for any different 
post matriculat on courses of studies which are not required as minimum 
qualification for securing admission to the present course and that their 
character, conduct attendance and progress of study are satisfactory . 

(7) The applications for the grant of the concessions will be submitted 
to the Director of Harijan Welfare. Trivandrnm in he prescribed form 
within one month from the date of admission in the institution through the 
authorities of the institutions concerned with necessary records showing the 
community and other particulars. 

(8) The Director of Harijan Welfare , afier making necessary 
enquiries with the authorities of the colleges or institutions concerned will 
grant the concessions to the various students , spec. in the amount of the 
concession under fees, lump sum grant stipend or actualboarding and lodging 
charges in the hostels and the period for which the concession is payable . 
A copy of the sanction should be communicated to the Comptroller. Stipends 
or boarding and lodgiig charges are not payable during vacation . 

(9) The tuition fees etc. payable to the institutions by the students 
and the amount of stipend and lump sum grant, etc., will be paid to the 
authorities of the colleges in advance , in instalments or in lump according to 
the provision of the rules of the institution concerned . The students will 
receive the lump sum grants for books and dress at the begining of the year 
and the stipend if non- resident in hostels from the heads of the institutions 
at the begining of each month . The actual,boarding and lodging charges 
payable by students will be adjusted by the authorities from the amounts 
authorised to be drawn periodically or in advance . 

(10 ) The Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes students who are 
eligible for concessions under these rules should apply for the Government of 
India Scholarships granted by this Department for the award of Scholarships 
to Scheduled Castes , Scheduled Tribes and converts from Scheduled Tribes 
in the prescribed form on the due dates . 

(11) (a ) Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes and converts from 
them will not be given both the Governmerit of India Scholarships and the 
financial assistance in full from the State. They will be given only the balance 
amount to make the Central Scholarships upto the level of the State con 
cessions. In case where the value of the Central Scholarships is higher 
than that of the State concessions the students shall be directed by the Heads 
of the institutions concerned to accept the Central Scholarships in lieu of the 
concessions from the State . In these cases, the amount if any already given 
to such students from the Stare should be realised from the students con 
cerned and refunded to the Departu eut of Harijan Welfare. The students 
belonging to other Eligible Communities including Kudumbis and other 
Backward Classes and converts from among them are not eligibie for Govern 
ment of India Scholarships and they will be allowed only State concessions.

(b ) The above concessions will not be granted to those who 
receive any concessions or allowances from other State Governments or other 
sources, in aid of the study course they are undergoing and if they receive 
such concessions or allowances and if their value is less than that of the 
concessions granted by this Government, this Government will grant conces 
sions to make up the difference in value. 

(12) The Other Backward Communities and cinverts from them 
will submit with their applications necessary income and community certi 
ficates obtained from the Tahsildars cor:cerned . The annual income of the 
parents or guardians of the students for the grant of the concessions should 
not exceed Rs. 1,800 for Dipluma courses and Rs. 2,400 for technical and 
professional degree cow ses and for all other post graduate and degree 

Students belonging to otter Backward Communities and converts 
from them whose parents or guardians annual income exceeds the above 
limit will not be eligible for the concessions. The Other Backward Com 
munities students will be given full fee concessions only for their 1st year of 
study in each class.

NOTIFICATION 


No. D1-14606 /66. 

Ernakulam Dated : Sth February 1971 . 
By virtue of the powers conferred by Article 225 of the Constitution of 
India , Section 122 of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 and all other 
powers enabling it in this behalf, the High Court of Kerala hereby makes , 
with the Previous approval of the Government of Kerala conveyed in 
G.O. (MS) 241 /70 /Home dated 19-11-1970 and after previous publication , 
the following rules to regulate its procedure : 

PRELIMINARY 
1 . Short title. These rules may be called the Rules of the High 
Court of Kerala , 1971. 

2. Commencement:- These rules shall come into force on such date 
as the Chief Justice of the High Court of Kerala may, by notification in 
the Gazette , appoint and shall apply, as far as may be, to all pending 
proceedings. 

3. Repeal:- All existing rules in so far as they relate to matters 
provided for in these rules shall stand repealed. 

4. Forms:- The forms prescribed by these rules shall be used 
with such variations as the circumstances may require. 

5. Definitions:- In these rules, unless the context otherwise 
requires: 

(1) " Advocate" includes a partnership of Advocates ; 
( 2 ) " appointed day " means the date on which these rules shall 

come into force ; 
(3 ) “ Chief Justice " means the Chief Justice of the High Court of 

Kerala ; 

“ clear days" excludes the first and the last day ; 
(5 ) " Code" means the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 or ihe Code 

of Criminal Procedure , 1898 , as the case may be: 
" Constitution " means the Constitution of India ; 
" Court" means the High Court of Kerala ; 
" Form ” means a form appended to these rules ; 

" prescribed " means prescribed by or under these rules ; 
( 10 ) " Registrar ” and “ Registry ” mean respectively the Registrar 

and the Registry of the Court . 
(11 ) " verified ” means verified in themanner prescribed by Order 

VI, Rule 15 of the Code ; and 
(12) All other expressions used herein shall have the respective 

meanings assigned to them by the Cede or the General 
Clauses Act, 1897 , as the case may be . 
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6 . Reckoning of prescribed days :- In all cases in which any particular 
number of days not expressed to be clear days is prescribed by these rules, 
the same shall be reckoned exclusive of the first day and inclusive of the last 
day, unless the last day falls on a day on which the office of the Court is 
closed , in which case the days shall be reckoned exclusively of that day 
also and of any other following day or days during which the office may 
continue to be closed 

7. Taking of steps required :-- Where, by these rules or by any order of the 
Court, any step is required to be taken in connection with any cause, appeal, 
or matter before the Court, that step shall , unless the context otherwise 
requires, be taken in the Registry . 


CHAPTER I 

OFFICERS OF THE COURT 
8 . Exercise of powers and authorities: -- The powers and authorities 
which , under these or other rules or the practice of the Court, are exercis 
able by the Registrar may except such as may, from time to time, be 
expressly excepted by the Chief Justice, be exercised by the Deputy Registrar 
or by the Assistant Registrar - judicial. 

9. Discharge of other duties:-Where any duty to be discharged under 
the Code or other enactment or these or other rules is a duty which hereto 
fore has been discharged by any officer, such duty shall, unless and until 
otherwise ordered , continue to be discharged by the same officer or by such 
other officer as the Chief Justice may direct; and where any new duty is to 
be discharged , the proper officer to discharge the same shall be such Officer 
as the Chief Justice may, from time to time, direct. 

10. Custody of records. - The Registrar shall have the custody of the 
records of the Court. 

11. Official Seal. - The official seal to be used in the Court shall be 
kept in the custody of the Registrar. 

-12 . Use of the official seal.--Subject to any general or special direc 
tions given by the Chief Justice, the seal the Court shall not be affixed 
to any writ, rule , order , summons or other process save under the authority 
of the Registrar, or the Deputy Registrar. 

13. Seal on certified copies.--- The scal of the Court shall not be affixed 
to any certified copy issued by the Court save under the authority of the 
Registrar or of the Deputy Registiar . 

14. Functions of the Registrar in his absence.-- In the absence of the 
Registrar, the Deputy Registrar may excercise all the functions of the 
Registrar. 

15. Powers and duties of the Registrar. - In addition to the powers 
conferred by other rules, the Registrar shall have the following duties and 
powers, subject to any special or general order made by the Chief 
justice: 
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Provided that the Registrar may in his discretion refer any prixcreding 
before him for the decision of the Court : 

Provided also, that, at the request of any party, the Registrar shall posa 
the matter before the Court. 

( 1) To receive all appeals, petitions and proceedings. 

(2 ) To return any memorandum of appcal, petition or other 
proceedings which is insufficiently stamped or undervalued or whose present 
ation is defective by reason of failure to comply with the prescribeci procedure 
or which requires any amendment to confirm to the procedure or practice 
of the court for being re -presented within a period not excee linz 15 days, 
after upplying ihe deficiency , curing the defeet or making the asgendment, 
or to require that the deficiency be supplied , the defect cured or the amend 
ment made within a period not exceeding 15 days of the presentation . 

(3 ) To armit all appeals, petitions and other proceedings and issile 
sunnons or notices to the opposite party: 

Provided that with regard to appeals against appellate decrees not 
coming ung 

clanse (d ) of sub -section (1) of Section 100 of the Code and 
revision petitions, he shall post the same before the Court for admission . 

(4 ) To determine whether notice of appe :l or other process 1: s been 
duly served and to direct the issue of fresh notice or other process in the 
ordinary way or by substituted service. 

(5 ) To direct service under Order XLI A , Rule 5 , of the Codc. 

(6 ) To extend the period mentioned in Order XLI A , Rule 2 (2 ), 
of the Code as follows: 

(a ) It the respondent resides beyond the limits of the State of 
Kerala but within the limits of India , to not more than 6 weeks. 

(b ) If the respondent resides beyond the limits of India, to non 
more than 10 weeks. 

(7) To allow from time to time any period or periods not exceeding 
10 days in all for filing lists , furnishing information for paying process fees 
or for any similar act necessary to make an appeal or a petition ready. 

(8 ) To perunit the search of the records of the Court when 
permissible . 

(9 ) To give directions as to the preparation of the records in 
connected appeals. 

(10 ) To permit or require any person to offer evidence by afhdavit 
with respect to any application or matter which he is empowered to dispose 
of under the rules . 

(11) To adjourn cases ready for hearing except thosc appearing in 
the fair list 

(12) To stop , at his discretion , the issue of all or any papers to any 
Advocate who has failed to pay any fee or charges due to the Court. 

(13 ) To call for a further depo it, when the deposit alrearly male i 
a case is not sufficient to defray the cost of preparing the recor s. 
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( 14 ) To order repayment of the unexpended balance of charges 
deposited for the preparation ofthe record in any proceeding . 

(15 ) To make an order for payment of costs of auy application heard 
by him . 

16 . Applications to be decided by the Registrar. - In addition to the powers 
conferred under the preceding rule , the Registrar shall, subject to any 
special or generalorder that theChief Justica may make , hear and determine 
the classes of applications set forth here in : 

Provided that the Registrar may refer in his discretion any procceding 
before him for the decision of the Court : 

Provided also that at the request of any party, the Registrar shall post 
The matter beforc Court for orders: 

(1) . To extend the time allowed or prescribed by these rules in 
inatters to be determined by the Registrar . 

( 2) For extension of time to enter appearance. 
(3) To grant leave to withdraw appearance . 

(4 ) For an order directing substituted service under Order V , 
Rulc 20 of the Code. 

(5 ) For dispensing with printing or for leave to use previously 
prinied papers. 

6 ) To dispense with the production of a certified copy of the 
judgment of the lower court on the ground that such a copy has already 
been filed in the court in another case arising from the same judgment . 

(7) By a guardian ad -litem for funds for the conduct of the case . 

(8 ) For the appointment of a guardian ad-litem for persons of 
unsound mind in cases where they have been so found . 

(9 ) To appoint or discharge a next friend or guardian ad-litem for a 
minor (except in cases under appeal to the Supreme Court ) and to direct the 
amendment of the record accordingly . 

(10 ) To bring on the record the names of the legal representatives of 
any deceased party, if uncontestid , except in cases under appeal to the 
Supreme Court 

(11) For excusing the delay in remedying any defect or in a 
re-presentation or in payment of deficit court fce. 

(12 ) For amendineilt of grounds of appeals or for filing additional 
grounds . 

(13 ) For amendment of cause title . 

( 14 ) To advance the hearing of cases posted as ready on the Notice 
Board of the Court. 

(15 ) For copies of judicial records of or in the custody of the Court 
presented by persons who are not parties to the proceedings to which such 
records relate . 

(16 ) To order the expeditious grant of certified copies. 
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(17 ) For leave to determine a Vakalath under Order III, Rnle 4 (2 ) 
of the Code. 

( 18 ) For change of advocates. 
(19) For the return of documents produced in pending cases. 
(20 ) To make an order for the production of documents by a party. 

( 21). To extend the time originally fixed for furnising security or 10 
gran further timewhen default has been made in furnishing s curity within 
the time originally fixed . 

(22) To order the refund of coat-ſee paid under a bonafide mistake . 


CHAPTER II 
ADVOCATES AND THEIR REGISTERED CLERKS 
17 . Production of V akalath . No Advocate shall be entitled to act in any 
proceeding, unless he files a Vakalath : 

Provided that where an advocate a ready on record in any proceeding 
appoints another advocate to appear for him at the hearing of the ca e it 
shall not be necessary for the latter to file a 1 akala in : 

Provided further that an advocate appearing for an accused person in a 
criminal proceeding may, instead of filing a vakalath , file a memorandum 
of appearance containing a declaration that he ha: been duly instructed to 
appear by /or on behalf of the accused . 

(2 ) An advocate appeaing on b .half of the Central or State 
Government or on behalf of any public servant sued or suing in his official 
capacity shall be required 10 file only a memorandum ofappearance. 

18 . Particulars in the memorandum : -The memorandum of appearance 
referred to in the preceding rule shall contain the number and year of the 
proceeding, the names of the parties to the same and the name and position 
in the proceeding of the party for whome the advocate appers . 

19. Form and a testation of Valalath :-(1) Every Vakalath shall, unless 
otherwi e permitted by the Court, be in Form No. 1 and may authorise 
the advoc.te to appear in su isequent proceedings such as applications for 
leave to appeal to the Sup eme Court, appeals to a Divi ion Pench , etc. 
The name of the advo ale or the advocates ifmore than one advocate , is 
appointed , shall be inserted in the Vakalath before it is executed. It shall 
Le dated at the time of its execution and of its ac eptance. its execution 
shall be atteste i by judici il officer, a District iezistrar, a Sub Registrar , 
the ChiefMinisterial Officer of a Civil or Criminal Court in the State or 
Kerala, a member of Parliament or of the Legislature of any State in 
India, the Mayor, Chairman , President, Executive Authority or member 
of any Manicipal Corporation , or Municipal Council, or other local 
authority in India , a Village Officer, a gazetted officer serving in connection 
with the affairs of the Union or of any State in India , a commissioned

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officer in the Defence Forces of India , an Ambassador or Envoy duly 
accredited by or to the Central Government, or an advocate other than the 
advocate accepting the vakalath : 

Provided that any other person may attest the vakalath where the 
executant is personally known to the advocate in whose favour the vakalath 
is executed and where the executant signs the same in the presence of the 
advocate and an endorsement is made by the advocate to the above effect. 

(2 ) The authority attesting the vakalath under sub rule (1 ) shall 
certify that it has been duly executed in his presence and subscribe his 
signature over his name and designation . No vakalath shall be attested 
unless the advocate s name is inserted there in previous to its execution . 
When a vakalath is executed by a party who appears to the person before 
whomeit is executed to be illiterate, blind or unacqu inted with the language 
in which the vakalath is writien , the person shall certify that the vakalath 
was read, translated and explained in his presence to the executant, that he 
seemed to understand it and that hemade his signature or thumb mark in 
his presence. 

(3) The execution of a vakalath by a person in custody may be 
authenticated by the Jailor, Station House Officer , or other officer in 
charge. 

(4 ) Every vakalath shall contain an endorsement of the advocate in 
whose favour it is executed that it has been accepted by him . There shall 
also be endorsed on the vakalath a statement of his addres for ervice . If 
more advocates than one are named in the vakalath it shall be accepted by 
all such advocates but the address for service may be of any one of them . 

20. Change of Vakalath .--An advocate proposing to enter appearance in 
a proceeding for a party for whome there is already an advocate on record , 
may not do so unless he produces the written consent of such advocate, or , 
where such advocate refuses his consent, he obtains the special permission of 
the Court 

Vakalath in connected causes :—Where a person is a party to two or 
more connected causes he shall execute a separate vakalath in each cause 
notwithstanding that he may retain the same advocate in all ofthem . 

22. Party not to be heard in person :-A party wh has retained an 
advocate in any proceeding shall not be heard in person unless he first with 
draws his vakalath . 

23. Robes and costume:-- Every advocate, when appearing before the 
Court, shall were such robes and costume as may, from time to time, be 
prescribed by the Court. 

24. Partnership of Advocates:-Two or more advocates may enter into 
a partnership with each other, any partner may act in the name of the 
partnership provided that the partnership is registered with the Registrar . 
Any change in the composition of the partnership shall be notified to the 
Registrar. 

25. Employment of clerks :-An advocatemay employ one or more clerks 
to attend the Registry for prezenting or receiving any papers on his behalf: 
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Provided that the clerk has been registered with the Registrar on an 
application made to the Registrar for the purpose: 

Provided further that the said clerk gives an undertaking that he shall 
attend the Registry regularly. 

26. Notice of application : -- Notice of cvery application for the registra 
tion of a clerk shall be given to the Secretary, Kerala Advocates Association 
who shall be entitled to bring to the notice of the Registrar, within 7 days 
of the receipt of the notice, any facts which , in his opinion , may have a 
bearing on the suitability of the clerk to be registered . 

27. Procedure regarding unsuitable persons. The Registrar may for reasons 
to be recorded in writing decline to register any clerk, who in his opinion , 
is not sufficiently qualified , or is otherwise unsuitable to be registered as 
such , and may for reasons to be recorded in writing , remove from the 
register the name of any clerk after giving him andįhis employer an opportu 
nity to show càuse against such removal. Intimation shall be given to the 
Secretary, Advocates Association , of cvery order registering a clerk or 
removing a clerk from the register. 

28. Identity Card . — Every clerk shall, upon registration, be given an 
identity card which he shall produce whenever required , and which he shall 
surrender when he ceases to be the clerk of the advocate for whom he was 
registered . Where a fresh identity card is required in substitution of one 
that is lost or damaged , a stamped application shall be made for the issue of 
the same. 

29 . Prohibition of employment of touts. - No advocate shall employ as his 
clerk any person who is a tout. 

30. List of touts and inclusion of names therein :-(1) The Registrar shall 
publish lists of persons proved to his satisfaction , by evidence of general 
repute or otherwise, habitually to act as touts to be known as “list of touts 
and may, from time to time, alter and amend such lists . 

A copy of every list of touts shall be displayed on the notice board of the 
Court . 

Explanation : 
In this Chapter 
(a ) " tout" means a person who procures or attempts to procure in 

consideration of any remuneration moving from any advocate or 
from any person acting on his behalf , the employment of such 
advocate in any legal business, or who, for purposes of such 

procurement, frequents the precincts of the Court. 
(b ) The passing of a resolution by a Bar Association declaring any 

person to be a tout shall be evidence of general repute of such 
person for the purpose of this rule . 
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(2 ) No person shall be included in the list of touts unless he has 

been given an opportunity to show cause against the inclusion of 
his name in such list. Any person may appeal to the Chief 
Justice against the order of the Registrar including his name in 
such list and such appeal shall be heard by the Chief Justice or 
such other Judge of the Court as the Chicf Justice may appoint 

in that behalf. 
( 3 ) The Registrar may , by gencral or special order , exclude from 

the precincts of the Court all persons whose names are included 

in the list of touts . 
31. Communication by registered clerks: A registered clerk may communi 
cate personally with the Superintendent on the judic al side, The Examiner 
and ihe Accountant; but he shall not communicate with the other subordinate . 
members of the cstablishment or enter the record room . 


CHAPTER III 


FORM AND INSTITUTION OF PROCEEDINGS 


32. Presentation of Pro ecdings.--- All pctitions, appeals and other proceed 
ings shallbe presented in person by the party or his advocate or the advocate s 
registered clerk. 

33. Papers sent by post.-- Unless the Court otherwise orders, no document 
required to be presented to or filed into Court which is sent by post or by 
telegram shall be reccived or filed into Court. 

34. Office hours.-- ( 1) The office of the Registrar shall be open for the 
transaction of business from 10 a , m , to 3.38 p . m . on all days cxccpt Sundays 
and holidays. On Saturdays the office shall be closed for moncy transactions 
at 1.30 p . m . 

(2 ) An urgentmatter may , however, be transacted after 3.0 p . m . 
with the permission of the Registrar. 

35. Form of proceedings. -All petitions, alfidavits, memoranda ofappeal 
and other proceedings presented to the Court, shall be written in blue -black 
ink, or type-written or printed , fairly and legibly on stamp paper or on 
substantial white foolscap folio paper, with an o iter-margin of about 4 cm . 
and an innermargin of about 1.5 cm . and separate sheets shall be stitched 
together book -wise. Numbers shall be expressed in figures. Except in the 
case of main petitions or memoranda of appeal, the writing or printing may 
be on both sides of the paper : 

Provided , however, that the list sheet shall, in all cases, be written or 
printed on the inner pige only . 

36. S atement regarding values of the Appal etc.--Every memorandum of 
appeal or objection and every application for review shall contain a state 
ment of the value of the appeal or objection and the value of the suit or 


procecding giving rise to the appeal, for the purpose of court-fue und jurisdli 
ction . Every revi ion petition hall state the value of the suit or other pro 
ceeding from which it arises. The section of the Court Fees Act undir 
which the appeal, petition or other proceding falls shall also bc : tated . 

37. Dale and Signature.- (1 ) Whcnever under the Code or under these 
rules or any other law for the time being in force, any poceiding filed in 
Court has to be signed by any party, hc shall subscribe his name beneath or 
against his signature : 

Provided that when the signature consists of his name, it is not 
necessary thatthe name should be repeated , but if the name be not casily 
deciphcrable from the signature the name should be legibly written . 

( 2) Every proceeding filed in Court shall be dated thedıy it is signed 
as also the day it is presented in Court. 

38. Dosketing.-- All proceedingsand other documents filed in Court sall 
be dockered on the reveiss of the final page endorsing the name of the Court, 
the number and year of the proceeding to which it relats, the name of the 
person prescating the same and the date of presentation in Cout. In adni 
tion to the above particulars, in the case of a memorandum of appeal or 
petition , an abbreviated cause itle and a short description of its contents 
shall also be given in the docket as in Form No. 2 . 

39 . Da:e stamping of papers . - All papers presented in Court shall be 
date stamped immediaiely they are received . 

10. Cancellation of stamps.- (1) Tlie Superintendent in the Curt- fee 
section shall, on receiving any documentwhich is stamped , cancel the s. me 
with his initials and date a d shall also note on the top of the document the 
total value of the sta inp the document bears. 

( 2) All Court- fee tamps, whether impressed or in the form of labcis, 
in every document received by the Court, shall he cancelled in the immedi 
ate presence of the said Superintendent by punching out thc insignia of the 
State in the stamps in such minner as to leave thc amount designated on 
the stamps untouched 

41. Papers to be filed with memoranda of appeals. Every memorandum of 
appeal shall be accompanied by as many clear authenticated copies thereof 
as there are re pondents to be served andby two additional copies for the 
use of the Court, by such papers as are referred to in the Code with regard 
to appeals, by the fees prescribed for service of notice on the respon lents 
and by the particulars for service as set out in Form No. 3 : 

Provided that in the case of a memorandum of appe il presented after 
the expiration of the time limited by law , or a memorandum of appeal pre 
sented in forma pauperis the fees for the service of notice of the appeal inay be 
prid within seven days of the final order of the Court excusing the delay or 
granting Icave to file the said proceeding in forma pauperis, as the case 
may be. 
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42. Apprals barred by limitation -Every memorandum of appeal or other 
proceeling which is presented after the expiration of the time limited by 
law , shall be accompanied by a petition to excuse the delay and as many 
copies thereof as there are respondents to be served and by two additional 
Copies for the use of the Court, by the fees prescribed for service of notice of 
the petition on the respondents and by the particulars for service as in 
Form No. 3 . 

43. Appeals under section 5 of the High Court Act.- (1) When an appeal 
against an appellate decree or order has been disposed of by a single Judge 
an application for a declaration that the case is a fit one for further appeal 
under Section 5 of the Kerala High Court Act, 1959, may be made orally 
immediately after the judgement is delivered . 

(2 ) Ifno oralapplication is made as aforesaid a written application 
may bemade within 15 days from the date of the judgment. Such applica 
tion shall be accompanied by a copy of the judgment. 

(3) The application shall be posted before the Judge who passed 
the judginent and lie may, after hearing the applicant or his advocate, either 
a! low or dismiss the application . 

( 1) Where the application is granted , the applicant shall present the 
appeal together with a copy of the order granting the application within 
30 days from the date of the order . 

(5 ) The provisions of Orders XLI and XLI A of the Code shall 
apply, as far asmay be, to appe :Is presented under this rule . 

(6 ) The provisions of Sections 5 and 12 of the Limitation Act, 1963 , 
shall apply tu applications and appeals under this rule . 

44 . Revision pelitions. - Where no period of limitation is prescribed by 
any other law , a revi ion pctiti in shall be presented within 90 days of the 
order complained of. The provisions of Section 5 and 12 of the Limitation 
Act, 1963, shall apply to such petitio s. 

45. Papers to accompany rvision pelitious. - A revision petition shall be 
accompanied by a certificd copy of the order or decree sought to be revised , 
a certificd copy of the judgment, if any, on which the decree or order is 
based , a certified copy of the judgment or order, if any, of the Court or 
tribunal of the first instance, one additional set of typewritten copies of the 
judgments and orders above-mentioned , by as many authenticated copies of 
the revision petition as there are respondents, two additional copies of the 
same for the use of the Court and the fees prescribed for service of notice 
with the particulars thereof. 

46. (1 ) Certain Provisions of the Code to apply to Civil Revision Petitions. 
The provisions of Rules 11 (2 ), 17 , 18, 19 and 21 of Order XLI of the 
Code as modified by Order XLI A shall apply mutatis mulandis to civil 
revision petitions. 

( 2) Provisions regarding abalement. The provisions of Order XXII of 
the Code and the Limitation Act, 1963, relating to abatement shall apply 
to civil revision petitions. 
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47. Statement of facts.-- The memorandum in second appeals, civil 
miscellaneous appeals and civil revision petitions shall contain a brief state. 
ment of the facts of the case and shall set forth the grounds of objection to 
the judgment or order appealed against or sought to be revised . 

48. Matters requiring admission -Notwithstanding anything in Rules, 41 
45 and 148 in matters which require orders admitting the same, the copies 
to be produced for service on the respondents and the fees for service of 
notice may be presented within seven dys of the order admitting the matter : 

Provide that any interim order passed in the case shall not be com 
municated to ihe concerned court or tribunal or the respondents, until the 
process fees and the necessary papers have been filed for service on the 
respondents, both in the main and in the interlocutory matter . 

49. Name of the Pleader in the Subordinate Court to be stated. -- Every pro 
ceeding instituted prior to the disposal of the main proceedings in a subordi 
nate court shall mention , as far as possible, the nam s and addresses of 
the pleaders, if any, who represented the opposite parties in the subordinate 
court for effecting service under Rule 59 . 

50 . Return of papers in improper language, etc.- All papers which are 
couched in improper language or are illegible or are unnecessarily prolix 
shall be returned for rectification 

Explanation .-- Papers written in pencil shall be deemed to be illegible 
for the purpose of this rule, unless they be the originals received by the 
party . 


CHAPTER IV 


SERVICE OF NOTICES 


51. Vlanner of issue of nolice.-- Unless otherwise ordered , every notice shall 
be sent, in the first instance , to the address of the respondent given in the 
memorandum of a peal or petition , as the case may be , by means of 
registered post, acknowledgement prepaid . An acknowledgment purporting 
to be sig ied by the respondent shall be deemed to be sullicient proof of 
service of such notice: 

Provided that the following processes shall be served by an officer of 
the Court or of a subordinate co art . 
(a ) Notice 10 a proposed guardian --- 

ad litem ; 
(b ) Writs and injunctions. 
52. When Notice is unserved. If any notice is returned unserved , that fact 
and the reason therefor shall be notified on the notice board of the Court. 
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Within 15 days thereafter, except when the notice has not been served 
because the respondent concerned is dead , the party or his advocate shall 
deposit a further fee for service of a fresh notice with particula s for service 
of such notice. 

53. Payment of fees for servi e. - The Sces for the service of notices shall be 
paid in tile form of cort-fee labels, which shall be aſixed to the memo 
randum which is to accompany the proceedings filed in Court. 

54. No fees in certain references. - In references under the provisions of the 
Divorce Act and the Stamy Act no fee shall be chargtu for the issue of 
notices to any of the parties to such references . 

55. Postal charges. The postage required for the transmission of process 
by post shall be met by the Court by use of service stamps. 

56. Production of printed forms, envelopes and postal acknowledgment forms. 
(1) In cases where processes have to be issued , the parties shall along with 
the pro ess memorandum file printed forms of processes in duplicate, legibly 
filled up leaving the date for appearance and the date of the process blank . 

(2) The parties or their advocates shull sign in the form in the left 
bottom corner and shall be responsible for the accuracy of the entries. 

3 ) When orders for the issue of the process are passed , the date 
fixed for appearance shall be inserted in the form by the concerned section , 
strking out the portions of tic form whica do not apply . 

(+) The process shall be dated and signed by the Superintendent of 
the concerned section , and sealed with the seal of the Court. 

(5 ) Printed forms will be supplied by the office on payment of one 
paisi per form . 

(6 ) The nece sary envelope and postal acknowledgment form with 
the address of the party io be served written there on shall be produced along 
with the processes by the pa ty or his advocates 

57. Rates of fees.--- Pr cess fees shall be levied at the rates prescribed from 
time to time under the Court Fees Act. 

58. Notice to respondent entering appearance. - Where in any petition , appeal 
or other proceeding appearance has been entered for the opposite party by 
a : advocate before notice is served , a copy of the notice shall be served by 
the office on this advocate immediately on His en ering appearance . Such 
notice shall for all purposes be deemed to be notice to the party . 

59. Service of noii e on the Pleader in the Subordinate Court .- ( 1 ) Inan 
appeal from a preliminary decree or in any appeal, or other pro ceding 
instituted in the High Court before the disposal of the main proceeding in 
thie Sbordinate Court, notice ma be se : ved on the pleader who repre ents 
the party in the p :oceeding in the Subordinate Court and such service shall 
te deemed to be suflicient service on the party wh ) is represented by such 
pleader. Where a party is not represented by a pleader in the main pro . 
ceeding , notice shall be served on the party direct. 
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(2 ) Where the pleader on record for a party declines to receive such 
notice, the case shall be posted before Court for orders. 

60. Failure to pay process.-- When the fees required for service of notice on 
the opposite party have not been paid within the time prescribed the case 
shall be posted for orders of the Court. 

61. Notice in revision Petitions.- On an application of an interlocutory 
character presented in any Revision Petition , if an interim order is passed 
with a direction to issue notice to the respondents in the application , notice 
shall be issued simultaneously fixing the same hearing date both in the 
application and in the Revision Petition on payment of a single process fee 
in respect of respondents common to both the proceedings. 

62. Fixing of date of hearing. - Unless otherwise ordered, the day fixed for 
hearing shall be not less than 14 days from the date of presentation of the 
petition and the case shall be posted for hearing not earlier than seven clear 
days after the notice has been served . 

63. Time for payment of process .---Unless otherwise ordered by the Court or 
provided for otherwise by these rules, where notice has been ordered , the 
party shall pay the prescribed fees fo- service of notice within three days after 
the date of the order. If an interim order h s been made upon the appli 
cation , it shall not be issued until the prescribed fees have been paid . 

64. Application how made .-- An application with respect to any of the 
matters mentioned in these rules shall be made by a petition to the Court 
stating the relief sought and the order prayed for and the provision of law 
under which it is sought. Any evidence thereon shall be given by affidavit 

65. Service of notice of the application .- (1) If notice of the application is to 
be given the applicant shall pay the prescribed fee for the service of notice 
on the respondent and shall also file a copy of the petition and affidavit , if 
any , and thereupon the notice and copy of the petition and affidavit shall 
be served in the samemanner as a notice of appeal provided that if the 
respondent has already entered appearance through an advocate notice may 
be served by serving a copy of the application on the advocate . 

(2 ) Unless the Court otherwise directs notice need not be given to a 
party who has been served in the main case but has not entered appear 
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66. Urgent applications.-- (1) A party wishing to move an application 
urgently shall file a memorandum for the purpose giving notice thereof to 
Counsel for such of the other parties as have appeared by counsel. 

(2). In case of urgency, any party may ask for the immediate posting 
of an aj plication by means of a memorandum . 

(3 ) If at the hearirg notice is ordered , notice shall issue for a date 
which shall , unless otherwise directed , be within 3 weeks of the date on 
which notice is ordered . 
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67. Procedure in case of default.--- If on the day fixed for hearing it appears 
that notice has not been served owing to the default of the applicant, the 
Court may order fresh notice to be issued or may dismiss the application . 

63. Notice to Attorney - General or Advocats-General.---(1). In any proceeding 
in which a substantial question of law as to the interpretation of the 
Constitution is involved , the Court may direct issue of notice of the 
proceeding 

(a ) to the Attorney -General of India if the question of law con 
cerns the Union Government, or 

(b ) to the Advocate-Gencral if the question of law concerns the 
State Government. 

(2 ) The Court may also direct issue of notice of any other proceeding 
to the Advocate-General. 

( 3) The Attorney -General or the Advocate -General to whom notice is 
given may appear and take such part in the proceeding as he may be 
advised . 

(4 ) The Attorney -General or the Advocate -General may apply to be 
heard in any proceeding before the Court, and the Court may , if, in its 
opinion , the justice of the case requires, hear the Attorney- General or the 
Advocate -General, subject to such terms as to costs as the Court may 
decm fit . 


CHAPTER V 

APPOINTMENT OF GUARDIANS 
69. Guardian Application. --Every application for the appointment of 
guardian for a minor respondent shall be supported by an affidavit stating 
that the proposed guardian has no interest in anymatter in question in the 
proceeding adverse to that of the minor. No order shall be made on the 
application unless notice thereof has been duly served upon the father or 
guardian of the minor or upon the person with whom the minor resides, 7 
clear days before the day named in the notice for the hearing of the 
application . 

70. Application not to be combined with Application to bring on record legal 
representatives.--An application for the appointment of a guardian ad litem 
shall not be combined with an application for bringing on record the legal 
representatives of a deceased appellant, petitioner or respondent. 

71. Provision of Funds.--When a guardian ad litern of a minor respondent 
is appointed , and it appears to the Court that the guardian is not in 
possession of any or sufficient funds for the conduct of the case on behalf of 
the respondent, and that the respondent will be prejudiced in his defence 
thereby, the Court may, from time to time, order the appellant or petitioner 
to advance money to the guardian for the purpose of his defence, and all 
moneys so advanced shall form part of the costs of the appellant or the 
petitioner. The order may direct that the guardian do, as and when 
directed , file in Court an account of the moneys so l eceived by him , 


CHAPTER VI 


AFFIDAVITS 
72. Heading of affidavits.-- Every a lidavit shall be cntitled 

“ In the High 
Court of Kerala” and shall setforth the cause title of the appeal or other 
matter in which the affidavit is sought to be filed . An affidavit in support of, 
or in opposition to, an interlocutory application relating to a pending 
appeal, petition or other proceeding shall also be entitled as made in such 
appeal, petition or other proceeding. 

73. Form of affidavit.-- Every affidavit shall be drawn up in the first 
person and be divided into paragraphs numbered consecutively ; and cach 
paragraph , as nearly as may be, shall be confined to a distinct portion of the 
subject matter. 

74. Contents of affidavits .-- Every affidavit shall state the full name, age, 
description and place of abode of the deponent, and shall be signed or 
marked by him . Where the affidavit covers more than one page, the 
deponent shall sign every page . The description shall include the fathers 
or Karnavan s or husband s or mother s name and such other particulars 
as may be necessary to identify the person . 

75. Alterations, erasures etc. - Alterations, erasures and interlineations 
shall, before an affidavit is sworn or affirmed , be authenticated by the persons 
before whom the affidavit is signed , and no affidavit having therein any 
alteration , erasure or interlineation not so authenticated , shall , except with 
the leave of the Court, be filed or made use of in any matter . 

76. Persons authenticating affidavits. - Affidavits may be sowrn or affirmed 
before any judicial officer, a District Registrar or Sub Registrar, the chief 
ministerial officer of any civil or criminal court in the State of Kerala , a 
member of Parliament or of the Legislature of any State in India, the 
Mayor, Chairman , President, Executive Authority or a member of any 
Municipal Corporation , Municipal Council, or other local authority in 
India , a gazetted officer serving in connection with the affairs of the Union 
or of any State in India, a commissioned officer in the Defence Forces 
of India , or an Advocate . 

77. Mode of authentication . The person before whom an affidavit is 
sworn or affirmed shall state the date on which , and the place where the 
same is made, and sign under his name and designation at the end as in 
Form No. 4 . 

78. Blind or Illiterale deponent. - Where an affidavit is sworn or affirmed 
by any person who appears to the person authenticating the affidavit to be 
illiterate , blind or unacquainted with the language in which the affidavit is 
written ,the person authenticating shall certify that the affidavit was read , 
explained or translated by him or in his presence to the deponent, that the 
deponent seemed to understand it , and made his signature or mark in the 
presence of the person authenticating as in Form No. 5 . 
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79. Identification of deponent.- (1) If the deponent of an affidavit is not 
known to the person authenticating the same, the identity of the deponent 
shall be caused to be testified by any person known to him , who shall attest 
the signature or mark of the deponent in token thereof. 

( 2 ) Where the deponent is a paradanashin lady she shall be identified 
by a person to whom she is known and that person shall verify the identi 
fication by a separate affidavit. 

80 . Documents referred to in affidavits.-- Documents mentioned in and 
accompanying an affidavit shall be referred to as exhibits and shall be 
marked in the same manner as exhibits and shall bear a certificate as in 
Form No. 6 signed by the person before whom the affidavit is sworn or 
affirmed . 

81. Affidavit stating opinion .- Every affidavit stating any matter of opinion 
shall show the qualification of the deponent to express such opinion , by 
reference to the length of experience, acquaintance with the person or matter 
as to which the opinion is expressed or other means of knowledge of the 
deponent. 

82. Affidavit on information or relief --Every affidavit shall clearly express 
how much is a statement of the deponent s knowledge and how much is 
a statement of his belief, as in Form No. 7. The grounds of belief must be 
stated with sufficient particularity to enable the Court to judge whether it 
would be safe to act on the deponent s belief. 

83. Filing of affidavits in Court.--Except with the leave of the Court, no 
affidavit which has not been filed in court and of which copy has not 
been given to the opposite side at least three days before the hearing shall be 
used in any matter. 

84. Counter affidabils. The parties to whom copies of affidavits have been 
given shall be entitled to file counter affidavits, copies of which shall be given 
to the opposite parties, who may, if they choose , file further affidavits in 
reply ; but, except with the leave of the Court, no further affidavits shall be 
filed . 
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CHAPTER VII 


SEARCH OF RECORDS 


85. Application for search. - A person desiring to make a search of the 
records of the court for the purpose either of inspection or of obtaining 
copies of records, shall submit an application for the sameas in Form No. 8 . 

86. Separate applications when not necessary .-- A separate application need 
not be presented in respect of enclosures or annexures to a document or in 
respect of each document for which a search is required , if the documents 
are in the record of a single proceeding. 
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87. Who can make the search. - When leave has been granted, the advocate , 
his authorised assistant or the party in person may search the record in the 
presence of the Record - keeper or his assistant. 

88. Fees.-- The fee for a search shall be two rupees for every hour or 
part of an hour and it shall be paid in court-fee stamps affixed to the appli 
cation . 

89. Copy not to be taken .-- .The payment of fees for a search will entitle 
the applicant to read the document or to have it read to him . But it shall 
not entitle him to take a copy of the document or any part thereof or to tike 
extracts therefrom . He shall, however, be entitled to make a memorandum 
of the date , the nature of the document and the name of the parties thereto . 

90. Prohibition regarding certain items.-- Nothing in these rules shall entitle 
any person to inspect : 

(i) the Judges notes or minutes; 
(ii) correspondence confidential or not strictly judicial: 
( iii) autograph judgments; and 
(iv ) registers of the Court. 


CHAPTER VIII 

POSTING OF CASES 
91. Notifying cases when ready.--Cases which have become ready for 
hearing shall be so notified on the notice board of the Court and shall be 
sent to the Bench for hearing only after the expiration of the following 
periods, unless otherwise ordered : 

(i) First appeals — 14 clear days 

(ii) All other appeals and matters - Seven clear days 
92. Priority for certain cases in the daily cause list. - Part- heard cases, referred 
trials , cases in which the accused persons have been produced in Court , 
cases in which reports have been called for or findings have been submitted , 
cases which have been directed to be posted to a specific date or on the 
expiry of a specified period and cases in which the hearing has been directed 
to be expedited or advanced shall be included at the top of the daily cause 
lists, subject to any special or general directions given by the concerned 
Bench or Judge 

93. Applications for early posting. - An application for the early posting of 
a case shall be made by petition , notice of which shall be given to the 
Advocates appearing in the case . 

94. Cases which are to be expedited . The following classes of cases shall be 
got ready and posted for hearing expeditiously : 

(á ) Cases in which other proceedings have been stayed . 

(b ) Cases, the pendency of which causes delay in the disposal of cases 
pending in lower courts. 

(c) Appeals from decisions of a Single Judge . 
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(d ) Appeals ip Probate and Succession cases . 

Appeals in Matrimonial cases. 
( f ) Appeals in Land Acquisition cases. 

(g ) Appeals under Special Acts , such as the Companies Act,Guardian 
and Wards Act and Insolvency Act. 

( h ) Cases of a quasi criminal nature such as contempt of court. 

(i) Cases in which execution of decrees or orders of a lower court has 
been stayed . 

( ) Appeals against orders of remand. 

(k ) All references under Section 113 of the Code or under any other 
enactment. 

(1) Petitions for leave to appeal to the Supreme Court and any inter 
locutory applications therein . 

(m ) Cases affecting the assessment or collection of taxes, posting being 
so made as to ensure that , as far as possible, such cases are heard within 
three months of their becoming ready for hearing . 

95. Counsel to exchange lists of authorities. --Before the date of hearing, 
counsebshall exchange lists of authorities they propose to cite , at the same 
time, filing a copy thereof into Court, and , unless the Court approves it , no 
authority,other than those appearing in the lists shall be cited . 

96 . Notice of receipt of finding and objection thereto .-- Where, in any case, a 
finding , as called for , has been received from a subordinate court, notice 
thereof shall be given to the Advocates appearing in the case . Any party 
objecting to the finding shall file a memorandum to that effectwithin 14 days 
of the receipt of notice and serve a copy thereof on the other advocates 
appearing in the case . 

97. Posting of urgent matte s before a Bench . — If a matter is urgent and the 
Bench before which it ought to be moved is not sitting , the party may apply 
to the Chief Justice for permission to move the same before another Bench 
and the Chief Justice may issue the necessary orders in thatbehalf. 


CHAPTER IX 
PAPER BOOKS AND PRINTING RULES 
98. Paper books in first appeals . - In appeals from original decrees (exclud 
ing orders having the force of decrees) the following papers shall be printed 
or typed at the cost of the appellant and shall form the paper book : 

(a ) a table of contents and a facing sheet; 
(b ) the plaint; 
(c) the written statement of the parties to the appeal; 
(a ) any further pleadings of the parties to the appeal ; 

(e ) the judgesent ( unle s already printed ) and the decree appealed 
against ; 

(f) the memorandum of appeal; 
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( g) any order calling for a finding or report any finding or report, 
and the objections thereto ; 

(h ) any document, or portion thereof, the construction of which is in 
controversy provided that, where papers are typed , a manuscript copy may 
be furnished of documents in Malayalam ; 

(i) in appeals arising out of Land Acquisition References : 
(i) the valuation statement of the Revenue Officer, containing the 

description and other details, if any, relating to the property 

acquired ; 
(ii) the writien statements filed by the parties before the 

Collector; 
(iii) the award of the Collector; 
(iv) the petition filed before the Collector for reference to the 

Court and the order thereon , and the Collector s letter of 

reference to the Court . 
Note:--Plans need not be printed . Schedules of property to the plaint, 

decree and other exhibits need not be printed unless they are 

necessary for the decision of the appeal. 
99. Paper Books in Second Appeals. - In Second Appeals (excluding Second 
Appeals from orders having the force of decrees) the following papers sha !! 
be printed or typed at the cost of the appellant to form the paper books : 

( a ) a table of contents and a facing sheet ; 
(b ) the plaint; 
(c) the written statements of the parties to the appeal; 
(d ) any further pleadings of the parties to the appeal; 

(e ) the judgment and decree of the Court of first instance, if not 
already printed ; 

(f) the memorandum of first appeal ; 

(g ) the judgment ( if not already printed) and decree of the lower 
appellate court , 

(h ) the remorandum of second appeal ; 
(i) any order of remand passed in the case ( if not already printed ); 

any order in the case calling for a finding or report, any finding 
or report, and the objection thereto ; 

(k ) any document, or portion ihercof, the construction of which is in 
controversy provided that, where papers are type :l, a manuscript copy way 
be furnished of documents in Malayalam . 
Note : ---Plans geed not be printed . Schedules of property to the plaint, 

decree and other exhibits need not be printed unless they are 

necessary for the decision of the appeal. 
100. Memo of cross objections. A memorandum of cross objections shall 
be printed or typed at the cost of the objector and be attached to the paper 
book in the appeal. 
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101. Prinding of other papers.- (1) If a party desires that any paper, not 
covered by Rules 98 , 99 or 100 should be priti ed , be way file a list of such 
papers together with true copies of the paiers to be printed and such papers 
will be printed at his cost. 

(2) Such lists and copies shall be filed , if the applicant is the appel 
lant, within 30 days of the admission of the case or if he is a respondent 
within 30 days of the service of notice on him : 

Provided that, when a memorandum of cross objections has been filed , 
the appellant may file the list with the copies within 15 days of service of the 
copy of the memorandum on him : 

Provided further that the Registrar may , at any time, order the printing 
of any paper, on application made by a party , without prejudice to the 
posting of the case . 

102. Objection to the in :lusion of the additional papers. - A copy of the List 
mentioned in the preceding rule shall be served on the advocates appearing 
in the case and it shall be open to them to object in the inclusion of any 
papers on the ground that the said papers are unnecessary for the decision of 
the case . The courtmay disallow any portion of the printing charges if the 
objection is found to be tenable at the final hearing of the case . 

103. Separate paper books.- Papers, the printing of which is compulsory 
and papers which are printed under Rule 102 shall be printed in separate 


paper books. 


101. Printing of new documents.--When an application is made for the 
printing of any document not on the record with a view to its admission in 
evidence , the printing may be ordered by the Registrar at the cost of the 
applicantwithout prejudice to the posting of the case. 

105. Papers not in the paper book not to be referred to. - At the hearing of a 
case, the Court may refu e to permit either Party to refer to or to rely on 
any paper not included in the record prepared in accordance with these 
rules . 

106. Form of the paper book .-- The paper book shall be printed or typed on 
substantial white foolscap paper with an outer margin of about 5 cm . and 
an inner margin of about 2-50 cm . and separate sheets shall be stitched 
together bookwise. The pages shall be consecutively numbered , and printing 
shall be on both sides 

the paper. 

lumbers shall be expressed in figures . 
Every tenth line on each page shall be numbered . Manifolding paper may 
be used for typing in which case typing shall be only on one side . 

197. Preparation of the paper books. — Printed paper books shall, unless the 
Court otherwise directs, be prepared by the Court. Typewritten paper 
books shall be furnished by the parties. 

108. Number of the copies. - In the case of printed paper books ten copies 
shall be prepared and in the case of typewiitten paper books four copies 
shall be supplied. All paper books supplied by a party shall be authentieated 
by his advocate or if he has no advocate, by the party himself. 
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109. Distribution of copies . - Ofthe ten copies of the printed paper books, 
two shall be given to the party at whose cost it is printed and five retuined 
for the use of the Court. " The remaining three copies may be distributed 
free of cost among the opposite parties according to the directions of the 
Registrar. 

110. Translation. - Any document which is in a language other than 
English or Malayalam shall be translated into English at the cost of the 
party wishing to make use of it. The translation shall be done by the 
members of the Court establishment depuicd for the purpose and charge 
levied at the rate fixed by the Chief Justice from time to time If here is 
no member of the establishment familiar with the language the Registrar 
shall get the documents translated by some duly qualified person at a cost :o 
be fixed by him in each case . 

111. Copies of Plans. - Where a document is a plan , two copies thereof 
shall be prepared for the use of the Court at the cost of the party wishing to 
use it . If the case is posted before a Full Bench , an additional copy shall be 
prepared at the cost of the party . Copying charges as fixed by the R -gistrar 
shall be paid in advance . 

112. Apportionment of charges in connected cases.- (1) Where more appeals 
than one are preferred against the same decree or order, the cost of printing 
the appeal memorandum shall be borne by the respective appellants and the 
remaining cost shall be equally apportioned among them . 

( 2) The provisions of sub -rule (1) shall, as far as may be , apply in the 
case of connected appeals preferred from the decrees in connected or cross 
suits. 

113. Production of copies.- True copies of the papers which are to be 
printed compulsorily shall be produced by the priy concerned within 
30 days of the filing of the appeal or other proceeding, provided , however , 
that in cases requiring admission , the period may be calculated from the 
date of admission of the case . 

114. Request for preparation of copies of plans. - A request for preparin 
copies of plans under Rule 111 shall be by letter addressed to the Registrar 
and it shall be made within the period mentioned in rule 1: 3 . 

115. Authentication of copies . - If the copies produced under Rule 113 
are not certified copies, they shall be authenticat d as true copies by the 
party or his advocate ; such copies shall be written or typed me.:tly and 
accurately and on one side of the paper only . 

116. Comparing charges. - Along with the authenticated copies, comparing 
fees at the rate of five paise per page shall be produced by the parties , but 
no fees shall be levied for certificà copies. 

117. Defective copies to be relurned . - If the copies p o luced are not 
authenticated or if they are not neat, legible or accurate, they shall be 
returned to the parties who shall, within seven days of the return , produce 
fresh copies, without defects. A party, failing to do so, shall be deemed to 
be in default. 
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118. Only copies to be sent to the printer.-- The original papers shall not be 
sent to the printer, but only the copies produced by the parties, after 
comparison with the originals . 

119. Fixing of printing charges .-- Printing charges including the cost 
of paper shall be fixed by the Registrar at the rates sanctioned by the 
Chief Justice. The charges to be levied shall be calculated at the rate 
prevailing at the timeof calling for the printing charges. These rates, which 
are liable to be revised from time to time, shall be published in the Gazette 
and on the court snotice board . 

120. Calculation of charges. The printing charges shall be calculated 
on the basis of a uniform rate per page of 50 lines of printed matter 
approximating to 700 words whether it be in English or Malayalam or 
Tamil, 25 lines and more being reckoned as a full page and less than 25 lines 


as half a page. 


121. Additional charges for certain items. - For tabular statements , genea. 
logical trees and the like, an additional charge amounting to one third of 
the rates calculated under rule, 20 shall be levied . 

122. Language of printing :-Papers that are in English shall be printed in 
English and those in Malayalam in Malayalam . In the case of papers in 
other languages, the translation of the same in English prepared under 
rule 110 shall be printed . 

123. Payment of Printing charges.- Printing charges shall be called for, by 
notice on the notice board of the printiug section , seen after the necessary 
copies have been produced by the parties. The charges called for shall be 
paid within 15 days of the notice . 

124. Remittance of the charges. - A person paying money into Court for 
printing charges shall apply by letter to the Registrar to receive the 
printing charges , giving the number of the case, the cause title , and the 
amount of printing charges to be deposited . The printing section shall verify 
the particulars given in the letter and forward it to the accounts section with 
the order of the Registrar to receive payment. The payer shall then pay the 
money to the Accountant. 

125. Receipt for payment. - Upon payment of the printing charges under 
the preceding rule, a receipt shall be issued by the Accountant and the fact 
of payment intimated to the printing section . 

126. Refund of balan :es. - Any balance that may remain , after meeting 
the printing charges in a case , shall be refunded to the party or to his 
advocate, if authorised . The payment shall be deferred if there are other 
dues outstanding against the party in that case or in any other case in which 
he is a party. Every application for refund shall be supported by an affidavit 
as to whether or not dues as aforesaid are outstanding . 

127. Procedure on receipt of the paper books. - On receipt of the printed 
papers , the Printing section shall transmit 5 copies to the current records 
section and retain the remaining copies for distribution as provided in 
rule 110. If typed copies are supplied by the parties, they shall be trans 
mitted to the current records section , 
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CHAPTER X 

CERTIFIED COPIES 
128. Application for copies .- (1) Any person entitled to obtain a copy of 
any proceeding or document filed in or in the custody of the Courtmay 
present an application therefor as in Form No. 9 setting out the name of the 
applicant, his position in the proceeding, if he is a pa ty thereto and the 
description of the document ofwhich copy is required . 

( 2) Issue of carbon copies. - Any party to a proceeding may, immcdi 
ately after the judgment or order is pronounce 1, apply orally to the Court 
for a carbon copy thereof, and, if the Court so directs, a carbon copy duly 
certified will be issued to the party on his making an application for an 
urgent copy under rule 136 accompanied by the charges required by 
rule 138 in the shape of 25 paise adhesive court-fee stamps for affixture to 
the sheets of the copy. 

(3) Copies of Judges minutes or of correspondence and other papers, 
not strictly judicial, will be granted only under orders of the Court. 

129. Application for copies by Strangers. - Applications for copies of records 
by persons not parties to the proceeding shall be allowed only by order of 
the Court, obtained on a duly verified petition , setting forth the purpose for 
which the copy is required . But copies of judgments can be granted to all 
persons prepared to pay the prescribed fees for the supply of such copies. 

130. Copies of documents filed in subordinate Courts. — Copies of documents 
which form part of the records of the subordinate courts shall be granted 
only on the orders of the Deputy Registrar obtained on a duly verified 
petition setting forth the necessity for the copy and the reason why the copy 
was not obtained from the lower court. 

131. Applica ion for more than one document.-- A copy application may pray 
for copies of more than one document, if the documents are in the same 
case . 

132. Calling for Stamp Papers.-- Every day between the hours of 2:30 and 
4.30 p . m , a list showing the applications in which the records have been 
received and the number of stamp papers required shall be affixed to the 
notice board of the Copying Section . Such list shall remain on the board 
for three days reckoned in accordance with rule 6 , but, if the last day 
should fall during a vacation the list shall remain till the day after the 
reopening day. Within that time the applicant shall supply the stamp 
papers called for failing, which the application shall be struck off. 

133. Additional Siamp papers. — Whenever additional stamp papers are 
found necessary they shall be called for and supplied in the same manner as 
in the above rule : 

Provided that when the additional stamp papers called for have not 
been deposited , but the stamp papers originally deposited are sufficient for 
the preparation of complete copies of one or more documents, the copy 
application shall be complied with by delivery of such of the completed 
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copies as can be prepared on the stamp papers supplied , the decision of the 
Examiner as to the documents to be selected for copying bring final. The 
copy application shall be rejected only as to the rest. 

134. Intimation of date of delivery of copy. — The Examiner shall fix a date 
for the appearance of the applicant to receive the copy and notify the same 
on the notice board of his Section . Should the copy not be ready for deli 
very on the date so fixed , the Examiner shall fix another day therefor and 
notify the same in like manner on or before the date originally fixed for 
delivery of the copy. 

135. Disposal of incomplete copies. - When an application is struck off in 
whole or in part, the incomplete copy in every case shall be destroyed after 
12 months from the date on which the application is struck off , unless such 
copy is completed before the expiration of the period , which shall be under 
the orders of the Registrar, on a petition filed by the party within 6 months 
of the date when the application was struck off and the deposit by him of 
additional stamp papers under the termsof such order. No party shall be 
entitled to the return of stamp paers which are used but on which an in 
complete copy is written . 

136. Order in which applications are to be complied with. - The preparation of 
all copies of documents applied for or such of them as admit of being copied 
in full on the stamp papers deposited shall, as far as possible, be undertaken 
in accordance with the serial order of the application , except when a special 
order for precedence as regards any particular application has been made 
Such order for precedence shall be made only on a separate application filed 
for that purpose . 

137. Delivery of copies.-- A list of copies ready for delivery shall be posted 
on the notice board of the Section and shall remain thereon for three clear 
days other than holidays. The copy and any unused stamp papers shall be 
delivered to the applicant and if the copy is not claimed by the applicant 
within 12 months of the date of posting of the said list, it shall be destroyed 
and the unused stamp papers, if any, shall be forwarded to the nearest 
Treasury Officer. 

138. Copying charges.— (1) Copying charges shall be called for and supplied 
in theshape of copy stamp papers calculated at the rate of stamp paper of 
25 P. for every 175 words in English or 125 words in Malayalam or Tamil 
or Kannada or fractions thereof: 

Provided that instead of furnishing , copy stamp, papers a party may 
furnish white foolscap paper of durable quality with the requisite court 
fee stamps affixed on each heet and the rules applicable to the preparation 
of copies on stamp papers shall apply . 

(2) Five numeral figures shall be taken as equivalent to one word . 
Words in Malayalam or Tamil or Kannada with short suffixes and inflec 
tions shall be counted as a single word for the purpose of this rule . 

(3) In granting copies of records, each statement, account, report, 
pe:ition , order or the like shallbe treated as a separate document and shall 
be written on separate copying stamp papers. 
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139. Copies of Maps, Plans elc . - Where the copies applicd for are of 
maps, plans, or genealogical trees, which cannot be copied on ordinary 
stamp paper, they shall be prepared on plain paper and skilled labour may 
be employed for that purpose, ifnecessary . A reasonable fee shall in each 
case be fixed by the Court and deposited in cash by the party in the same 
manner as for a commission under the Code; three fourths of such fce shall 
be paid to the person employed in preparing the copy and the balance shall 
be credited to the Government. These charges shall be entered in the 
register of cash deposits under two heads-three-fourths copying charges and 
one- fourth comparing fees. 

140. Production of Stamp Papers. The person producing stamp papers for 
copies shall make on endorsement on the copy application showing the 
number of stamp papers produced , and the Examiner of Copyists shall 
initial and date the same in token of receipt. 

141. Transcription of copies.- (1) Every Copyist shall legibly and neatly 
transcribe 20 copy sheets per day and shall also assist in examining copies. 
Copies must be transcribed on that side of the paper which bcars the stamp 
and a margin of 2.5 cm , should be left on the left hand side. 
of the copy shall be consecutively numbered and cach page shall be 
initialled at the footby the copyist and the examiner and the last page 
signed by the examiner Reader and Copyist. Erasures are strictly prohibited . 
When a correction has to be made in the copy, the incorrect word shall 
be struck through by a line in ink across the word and the correct word 
written above the word so struck through . The Examiner shall initial 
every alteration and interlineation in the copy , and shall also state at the 
foot of each page the number of alterations and interlincations made 
therein . The pages in the original shall be indicated in the copy also 
before the matter is transcribed and when there is no pagination the num 
ber of the sheet copied shall be indicated . 

( 2) The transcribed copies shall be compared by the Examiner or 
by such officer as the Court shall direct or by a copyist but in no case 
shall a copy be read to the Examiner, or the examination in any way 
assisted in , by the Copyist who prepared the copy . 

(3 ) In the case of a copy for which the production of non -judicial 
stamp papers of a particular denomination is required , the said stamp 
paper or papers supplied for the purpose shall be used for copying and 
shall be written on in the samemanner as copy stamp papers, copy stamp 
papers being furnished to make up any deficiency . An adhesive court 
fee label of the value of 25 P. shall be affixed to each such non - judicial 
stamp paper for copying charges. 

142. Typing of copies. - Every English typist- copyist shall legibly and 
neatly type not less than 35 copy pages per day in addition to comparing 
work . Every Malayalam typist-copyist shall leighbly and neatly type 
not less than 25 copy pages per day when not attending to comparing work 
or not less than 20 copy pages per day in addition to comparing work . 
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143. Sealing and Certificate.-- All copies furnished by the Court shall be 
certified to be true copies by the officer appointed for the 

purpose and 
shall be sealed with the seal of the Court. 

144 . Endorsement of copies . - Every copy shall bear an endorsement, 
initialled by the Examiner, showing the following particulars :-- 

1. Name of the Court. 
2 Year and number of the proceding. 
3 . Name of the applicant. 
4 . Number and date of the application , 
5. Date of calling for Stamp papers . 

Date of production of papers. 
7 . Date of calling for a additional papers. 
8 . Date of production of additional papers. 
9 . Date when copy was ready. 
10 . Date notified for appearance to receive the copy . 
11. Date when copy was delivered . 


CHAPTER XI 
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PROCEEDINGS UNDER ARTICLES 226 AND 227 OF THE 

CONSTITUTION 
145. Form and presentation . - An application under Article 226 or under 
A : ticle 227 or under both shall be by original petition 
to be entitled 
“ ORIGINAL PETITION No .... 

OF . 
and shall be filed by the petitioner or his duly authorised advocate: 

Provided that, in the case of an application for a Writ of Habeas 
Corpus, the application may , if the applicant is in jail, be presented to 
the officer in charge of the jail for being forwarded to the Registrar. 

146. Contents of the applications. Every application shall set out the 
provision of law under which it is made, the name and description of the 
petitioner and the respondent the nature of the relief sought and the 
grounds therefor and shall be signed by the petitioner and by his advocate , 
if he has appointed one as in Form No. 10 . 

117. Documents to accompany petitions - (1) The application shall be 
accompanied by : 

(a ) an affidavit veryfying the facts relied on , 
(1 ) a copy of the impugned order, if any, and 
c ) a schedule of the documents relied on in the affidavit 

with copies of such of those documents as are in the possession 

of the petitioner. 
(2 ) The copies of the documents filed under sub -rule (1) shall be, 
authenticated as true copies by the advocate, and , if there be no advocate 
by the party . 
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(3) One authenticated copy of the application , the affidavit and 
the annexures thereto for the use of the Court and as many additional 
copies as there are respondents shall be produced along with the appli 
cation . 

148 . Addition of parties . - All persons directly affected shall be made 
parties to the petition . Where such persons are numerous, one are more 
of them may , with the permission of the Court on application made 
for the purpose, be impleaded on behalf of or for the bencfit of all 
persons so affected ; but notice of the original petition shall, on admission , 
be given to all such persons either by personal service or by public 
advertisement as the Court in each case may direct. 

149. Posting for admission.-Every petition shall, soon after it is num 
bered be posted for orders of Court for admission . The Courtmay upon 
hearing the petitioner or his advocate, either admit the same or reject it. 
On admission notice shall he ordered to the respondents and along with 
the notice copies of the application , affidavit and annexures shall be served 
on the respondents . 

150. Interim orders. - In admitting the application it shall be competent 
for the court to pass interim orders on motion made for Sthe same as to 
meet the ends of justice . 

151 . Process Fees.- Except in the case of a petition for a Writ ofHabeas 
Corpus, the petitioner shall pay the necessary prccess fee for service of 
notices and orders on the respondents. 

152. Hearing of third parties.- (1) The Court may order notice of the 
petition to any person not made party thereto . 

(2 ) At the time of the hearing of the petition for admission or at a 
later stage, any person ,who desires to be heard in the matter and appears 
to the Court to be a proper person to be heard , may be heard , notwith 
standing that he is not a party , but subject to such conditions as to costs 
or otherwise as the Court may deem fit to impose. 

153. Procedure for filling Comter affidavits.- ( 1) Any respondent filling a 
written objection to the application shall file it in the form of a counter 
affidavit, and such objection shall, unless the Court otherwise orders, be 
filed within three months of the receipt of the notice of the application 
in the case of the Central or State Government and within one month 
in other cases. 

(2) The objection shall be accompanied by a schedule of the 
documents relied on with copies of such of those documents as are in his 
possession . 

( 3) The copies of documents filed under sub rule (2 ) shall be 
authenticated as true copies by the advocate and if there be no advocate, 
by the party , 

(4 ) Three authenticated copies of the objection and the annexures 
thereto for the use of the Court and an additional copy for the use of the 
petitioner shall be produced along with the objection. One of the copies 
filcd for the use of the court will be made avāilable by the Registrar for 
the inspection of the other respondents free of charge. 
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(5 ) The petitioner may file a reply to the objections, and such 
reply shall, unless the Court otherwise orders, be filed within three weeks 
of the datc of receipt of the copy of the objections. The provisions of sub 
rules (2 ) and (3 ) shall apply to such reply . Three authenticated copies 
of the reply and the annexures thereto for the use of the Court and as 
many additional copies as there are contesting respondents shall be produ 
ced along with the reply . 

(6) With regard to the copies required to be produced under sub 
rules (4) and (5) above for service on the opposite party, the pariy may 
instead of filing the copies in Court serve the copy on the opposite party 
and file a memorandum in Court to that effect . 

151. Proof of fas s and documents.- Proof of facts and documen s shall 
be tendered by affidavit. 

155. New ground or relief not to be raised . - No ground shall be relied upon 
and no relief sought at the hearing except the grounds taken and reliefs 
sought in the Original Petition and the accompanying affidavit : 

Provided that the Court may , at the hearing allow the said petition 
and affidavit to be amended upon such terms as to costs or otherwise 
as the Court thinks fit . 

156. Paper Books.- (1) The petitioner shall, within 15 days of a 
petition appearing in the ready list, produce 6 copies of a printed or 
typed paper book containing the following papers, arranged in that ordera : 

(i) Index 
(ii) Petition 
(iii) Petitioner s affidavit 
(iv ) Counter-affidavits of the respondents 
(v) Petitioner s reply affidavit 
(vi) Petitioner s Exhibit 
(vii ) Exhibits of the respondents 

( 2) The pages shall be consecutively numbered . Manuscript copies 
may be furnished of documents which are not in English . Plans and 
Schedules of property need not be included in the paper book . 

(3 ) Three copies of the paper book will be reserved for the use 
of the Court. The remaining three copies may be distributed free of cost 
among the opposite parties according to the direction of the Registrar. 

157. Costs and security.- (1) In all proceedings to which these rules 
apply, and in appeals therefrom , the Court may make such order as to 
costs and security as it may consider just and necessary. 

(2 ) Where costs are awarded to a party , such costs may include 
the court-fees paid on the petition and other documents under these rules 
the cost of making copies of the petition , affidavit etc., which are furnished 
to the Court and which by these rules are required to be served on the 
opposite party or parties the cost of the paper book and the advocate s fees 
allowed by the Court. 
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158. Communication of orders.-- Any order passed by the Court shall be 
communicated for compliance to such person or 

persons as may be 
necessary . 

159. Appeals from decisions of single Judges. - The procedure prescribed for 
appeals in Order XLI-A of the Code, excluding Rule 2 thereof , shall as 
for as may be, be followed in appeals from decisions of Single Judges in 
Writ matters . 

160. Affidavit in a writ of Habeas Corpus. - An application for a Writ of 
Habeas Corpus shall be accompanied by an affidavit of the person restrained 
stating that the application is made at his instance and setting out the nature 
and circumstances of the restraint. 

Provided that, where the person restrained is unable , owing to the 
restraint, to make the affidavit, the application shall be accompained by an 
affidavit to the like effect made by some other person and the affidavit will 
state the reason why the person restrained is unable to make the affidavit 
himself. 

161. Issue of Rule Nisi.- If the Court is of opinion that a prima facie case 
for granting the application is made out, a rule nisi shall be issued calling 
upon the person or persons against whom the order is sought, to appear 
on a day to be named therein , to show cause why such order should not 
be made and at the same time to produce in Court the person or persons 
alleged to be illegally or improperly detained to be dealt with according to 
law . Copies of the application and the affidavit shall be served on each of 
the respondents along with the notice . 

162. Procedure on final hearing. - On the return day of such rule , or on 
any day to which the hearing thereofmay be adjourned if no cause is 
shown, or if cause is shown and disallowed , the Court shall pass an order 
that the person or. persons improperly detained shall be set at liberty. If 
causc is shown , the rule shall be discharged . The order for release made 
by the Court shall be a sufficient warrant for any gaoler, public official or 
other person for the release of the person under restraint. 

163. Forms. - Forni Nos. 11 to 22 shall be used wherever appropriate . 


CHAPTER XII 


CON TEMPT PROCEEDINGS 
161. Preliminary Procedure.- (1) Where no formal application has been 
made to the Court, cases of contempt of subordinate courts and except 
of where they are summarily dispose of, the High Court, shar pe ceait with 
on the administrative side in ihe first instance. If it is decided that a 
formal application for contempt should be made, the papers will be for 
warded to the Advocate General who shall make such an application . 

(2 ) Nothing in this rule shall be deemed to preclude the Court 
from proceeding suo motu , if it thinks fit . 
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165. Application for punishment for contempt.- (a ) An application for 
punishment for contempt shall be registered as Original Petition 
(Contempt). 

(b ) The application shall be accompained by a memorandum of 
charges with a statement of the facts constituting the contempt and shall 
be supported by an affidavit. 

106. Posting of the application .--- The application shall be posted before 
a bench of two judges in accordance with the directions of the Chief 
Justice. 

167. Service of notice- A copy of the application , of the memorandum of 
charges and of the affidavit shall accompany the notice to be served upon 
the party in contempt. Where the Court is satisfied that such party is 
keeping out of the way to avoid service, or cannot be found , the Court 
may order substituted service and also order his arrest. 


168. Procedure where party absconds etc. --If the party in contempt cannot 
be arrested by reason of his absconding or keeping out of the way to 
avoid arrest, the Court may, upon being satisfied thereof, order attach 
ment of his property for such amount as the Court deems reasonable and 
proceed to realise the amount in the same manner as upon execution of a 
decree for money and pass such orders as to the disposal of the amount 
whether by confiscation or by payment of compensation to any party 
aggrieved or otherwise as it thinks fit. If after such attachment, the party 
in contempt appears and shows to the satisfaction of the Court that he did 
not abscond , or keep out of the way to avoid arrest, the court may release the 
property from the attachment, or if ithas already been sold , direct pay 
ment of the net proceeds of the sale to the party upon such terms as to 
costs and otherwise, as the court thinks fit. 

169. Production of the party and subsequent procedure . - Every person arrested 
for contempt shall be brought before the Court forthwith , and may 
be examined orally . If he confesses the contempt committed by him , and 
submits to the jurgmentof the Court thereon , his submission and confession 
shall be recorded and the Court may , in its discretion , either commit him 
to jail or accep : bail for his appearance before the court , at such time as 
may be appointed to receive the judgroent of the court for his contempt . 

170. Drawing up of orders. " The Deputy Registrar shall draw up the 
orders made on the application and take the necessary steps for enforcing 
them . 

171. Grant of certified copies.-- The Deputy Registrar may grant 
applications for certified copies of proceedings in contempt, including 
applicationsibý strangers to the proceedings subject to the payment of the 
prescribed charges . 
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CRIMINAL CASES 
172. Posting of cases for admission :-All appeals except those preferred 
from jail or in which the prisoner has been sentenced to death and all 
revision petitions shall be posted for admission soon after they arc filed . 

173. Notice to State Prosecutor in transfer applications .-No application for 
transfer, in which previous notice is prescribed by the Code, shall be 
moved unless 24 hours notice has been given to the State Prosecutor . 

174. Personal notice in the absence of advocate.- Notices in crimin : 1 
cases shall be served on the parties personally unless they are represented 
by an advocate in which case notice shall be given to such advocate : 

Provided that, when on admitting a criminal appeal or revision petition 
presented by an advocate, the Court directs notice to issue to a 

party 
show cause against enhancement of sentence , notice shall be 
served on the appellant or petitioner in person . 

175 . Notice to State Prosecutor in referred trials. - In cases referred to the 
High Court under Section 374 of the Code, notice shall be issued to the 
State Prosecutor to appear in the cases oa behalf of the prosecution . 

176. Service or prisoners through jail authorities.--Notices for service oil 
parties in jail shall be forwarded to the officer-in - charge of the jail and an 
endorsement by the officer that the notices were duly served shall be taken as 
proper service. 

177 , Paper books.- (1) Printed or typewritten paper bocks shall be 
prepared by the office of the Court in referred trials and cases taken up for 
enhancement of seatence to one of death . 

(2 ) 10 copies of the book, if printed and four copies, if typewritten 
shall ordinarily be prepared . 

( 3) Onc set each of the paper book shall be given to the State 
Prosecutor and the advocate for the accused and two copies shall be kept 
for the use of the Court . 

178. Order on reference under section 374 of the Code. - An order on a refer 
cnce under section 374 of the Code shall be certified to the Court of 
Session on the same day on which judgment is pronounced . 

179. Despatch of judgments and orders.--Judgments and orders shall be 
certified to the lower courts without delay . 
Note : - Judgments and orders of the Supreme Court are to certified 

to the lower court concerned under the Supreme Court (Decrees 
and Orders) Enforcement Order 1954 dated 14-1-1951 read! 

with Sections 425 and 442 of the Criminal Procedure Code . 
180. Orders to be issued in advance to avoid dclay .--Where, in any of the 
following cases, the judgment cannot be certified to the lower court on 
the day on which it is pronounced , an order drawn up in conformity 
with the judgment shall be certified on the day on which the judgment 
is delivered or the next working day. 
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(i) every case in which a judgment of acquittal or release is 
passed or upheld where the accused is in custody ; 

( ii) every case in which a sentence is passed , enhanced , or confir 
med where the accused is on bail or otherwise at large ; 

( iii) every case in which a sentence on an accused person , who is 
entitled to early or immediate release upon such order, is reduced or altered ; 
and 

(iv ) every other case which , by its nature, requires urgent or 
immediate action . 

181. Certificate under Article 132 or 134 of the Constitution .-- In cases where 
a certificate under Article 132 or Article 134 of the Constitution is granted 
to a person under sentence of death , the date of the issue of the certificate 
shall forthwith be intimated to the Governmentand the Superintendent of 
the jail in which the prisoner is confined . 

182. Communication of to Subordinale Magistrates . - Every order and 
judgment relating to a magisterial enquiry or trial shall be cummuni 
cated to the Magistrate or Magistrates concerned through the District 
Magistrate in the absence of special urgency . 

183. State brief.- ( 1) An advocate shall be engaged at the cost of the 
State to defend an accused person who has not engaged an Advocate and 
who is under sentence of death or has been called upon to show cause 
why a sentence of death should not be passed on him or in an appeal 
filed under section 417 of the Code where a sentence of imprisonment is 
impossible. 

(2 ) In other cases , an advocate may be engaged at the cost of the 
State, if the Court considers it necessary in the interests of justice . 

(3) Separate advocates may be appointed for the several accused 
in a case if it appears from their pleas that the engagement of the same 
advocate for all of them will not be proper or desirable . 

184. Supply of papers to counsel. - A copy of the lower court s judgment 
shall be given by the office of the court to the advocate engaged at the 
cost of the State and he shall receive copies of or peruse the records of the 
case from the office of the Advocate General. 

185. Fees. - The fee payable to the Advocat shall be in the discretion 
ofibe High Court. Where fee is specified in a particular case , 
a minimum "fee , which the High Court may by general order specify, 
shall be payable. 

186. ( 1) Return of records and material objects.--On the termination of the 
case, the lower court records with the material objects , if any, shall be 
returned to the court from which they were received . 

(2) Return of enclosures. - Enclosures to a case produced by the parties 
shall be returned to them on the termination of the case on their requisition 
in that bchall , under orders of the Registrar . 
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187. Payment of batta. - A batta not exceeding 3 rupees per diem and 
actual travelling expenses by the lowest class by bus, boat or train , to reach 
his home shall be paid to a prisoner directed to be released by the court, on 
production before it, if he lives at a distance of more than 15 km . from the 
court and has not sufficient means of his own . 


CIIAPTER XIV 
TAX REFERENCES AND APPLICATIONS 
188. Numbering of Reference. - A reference under Section 256 of the Indian 
Income-tax Act, 1963 ( Act 43 of 1961) hereinafter in this chapter referred to 
as the Act by the Appellate Tribunal stating a case for the opinion of the 
Court shall be numbered as a Referred Casc. No court fee shall be levicd 
thereon . 

189. Submission of copies and records. - The Registrar , Income Tax 
Appellate Tribunal, shall, together with the letter of reference , submit two 
copies of the said letter and of any records necessary for the consideration of 
the reference 

190. Procedure after numbering .– (1 ) On the said reference being 
numbered , the Registrar shall issue intimation thereof to thc Income Tax 
Appellate Tr bunal and to the Commissioner of Income Tax . 

(2) Within a fortnight or the receipt of the intimation , the Commis 
sioner of Income Tax shall file a memorandum giving particulars for service 
on the parties concerned in Form No. 3 together with the necessary fees. 

191. Petition to require tribunal to stale a casc.- (1) An application under 
Section 256 ( 2) of the Act requiring the Appellate Tribunal to state a casc 
for the opinion of the High Court shall be by Original Petition . The petition 
shall be verified and shall specify the point of law upon which the case is to 
be stated and shall set out concisely the material facts and the nature and 
purport of the proceedings which have taken place before the Income Tax 
Officer , Appellate Assistant Commissioner and the Appellate Tribunal. True 
copies of the orders of : 

(i) the Incomc-lax Ollicer, 
( ii ) the Appellate Assistant Commissioner of Income-tax, 
(iii ) the Appellate Tribunal under Section 25+ of the Act out 

wliich the question of law has arisen , and 
(iv) the Appellate Tribunal under Scction 256 of thc Act refusing to 

state a case, 

shall be filed with the petition . 
( 2 ) An application under Section 256 (2 ) of the Act filed by an 
assessee shall be accompanied by a certificate from the Income- ti x Appellate 

Tribunal to the effect that the assessee has not withdrawn his application 
for reference under Section 256 (1) of the Act before the said Tribunal. 
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192. Copies etc., to accompany petition . - A petition under rule 191 shall be 
accompanied by two extra copies, both of the petition and the orders referred 
to therein . The two extra copies shall be legibly typed on substantial white 
paper, paged , indexed and stitched in book form . The petition shall also be 
accompanied by a memorandum giving particulars necessary for service on 
the respondent in Form No. 3 together with the necessary fees . 

193. Contents of case referred or stated .-- A case referred or stated by the 
Appcllate Tribunal shall , as far as possible , be divided into paragraphs, 
numbered consecutively and shall concisely state such facts and refer to such 
documents (with truc copies annexed ) as may be necessary to cnable the 
Court to decide the question raised thereby . 

194. Point of law to be specified.--The concluding paragraph of every 
reference and every statement of the case shall specify the point of law to be 
decided as stated in the application of thc assessee or of the Commissioner of 
Income-tax or any modified forn thereof which the Court may have 
directed . 

195. Notice to Respondent.- ( 1) In the case of a reference, on receipt of 
the inemorandum and the requisite fees referred to in Rule 195, the Registrar 
shall issue notice to the respondent in Form No. 23 . 

( 2 ) In the case of a petition , after it is numbered , the Registrar shall 
issue notice to the respondent in form No. 24 with suitable modifications 
wherever necessary .. 

(3) The rules in Chapter IV shall, as far as may be, apply to the 
service of notice in Referred Cases and Petitions under Section 256 of the 
Act. 

136. Paper Book .--The statement of the case, the docuinents annexed 
thereto , as well as other necessary papers shall be printed or typed at the cost 
of the party at whose instance the case is referred . 

197. Rules for Printing.--Ten copies shall be printed and the rules relating 
to the preparation and printing of records in appeals shall , as fır as may be , 
apply . 

198. Nimber of typed books. - If typed paper books are prepared , the party 
shall supply 4 copies of the same. 

199. Cases under similar statutes. - The rules in this Chapter shall apply 
mulatis mutandis to similar references and applications under other fiscal 
Statutes like the Estate Duty Act, Agricultural Incomc-tax Act etc. 


CHAPTER XV 
REFERENCES UNDER THE CHARTERED ACCOUNTANTS ACT 

200. Numbering of cases.--All cases received under Section 21 of the 
Chartered Accountants Act, 1949 hereinafter in this chapter referred to as 
the Act shall be numbered as Civil Miscellancous References . 
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201. Papers lo be forwarded by the council.- ( 1) The Council of Institute 
of Chartered Accountants of India (hereinafter referred to as the Council ) 
shall forward to the Court one set ofmaterial papers relating to the enquiry 
which will be regarded as the original set. It shall include the following 
records: 

(a ) the finding of the Council 
(b ) the Report of the Disciplinary Committee 
(c) Complaint or information 
( d ) Written statement of defence 
(c ) Depositions ofwitnesses, affidavits, exhibits and other oral and 

documentary evidence 
(f) Notes of the hearing before the Disciplinary Committee and the 

Council 
(g ) Such other paperswhich were before the Disciplinary Committee 

and the Council, as the Council may consider relevant or the 

Court may require for the disposal of the case . 

(2 ) The Council shall also furnish the Court with two additional 
auth enticated copies of the papers aforesaid . 

202. Translation of documents. - A translation in English of the clocuments 
which are not in that language and are included in the material papers shall 
be furnished by the Council under its own authority . If the Court considers 
that an official translation of any clocument is necessary such translation shall 
be made in the Court, the expenditure incurred in thatbehalf being recovered 
from the Council. 

203. Copies of material papers . In case the Central Government or any 
person interested requires copies of the material papers , the Council shall 
furnish such copies on application made to it, subject to such termsand 
conditions as may be prescribed by the Council. 

204. Addresses to be furnished .-- The Council shall forward along with the 
material papers a memorandum containing the full and correct postal 
addresses of all persons or authorities on whom notices are required to be 
served under section 21 (6 ) of the Act. 

205. Date of hearing and issue of nolice. - On the case being numbered , 
the Registrar shall fix a date for the hearing of the case and shall issue notice 
under Section 21 (6 ) of the Act in form No. 25. The date of hearing shall be 
so fixed that there will be an interval of not less than 15 days between the 
date of service of notice and the date of hearing. 

206. Copies of order to be communicated .-- The Registrar shall send a 
certified copy of any order that may be passed by the Court in the case to the 
Secretary to the Council and to the Secretary to the Government of Ingia 
(Ministry of Finance ). 
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CHAPTER XVI 


ELECTION PETITIONS 


207. Definitions. In this chapter, 
(1) the Act shallmean the Representation of the People Act , 1951 

and 
(2) the Judge shallmean the Judge of the Court who has been 

assigned by the Chief Justice under sub -section (2) of section 

80 (X ) of the Act, for the trial of Election Petitions. 
203. Numbering . – Every Election Petition shall be registered as "Blection 
Petition and given a separate serial number of the year and shall be entered 
with complete details in a separate register maintained for the purpose . 

209. Information as to the date of election .- Every petition shall, in addition 
to the contents required by the Act, contain information as to the date of 
election of the returned candidate or if there be more than one returned 
candidate at the election and the dates of their election are different, the 
later ofthe two dates and shall also show that the election petition is within 
the time allowed by section 81 of the Act. 

210. Summons. - Immediately after registering, the petition shall be placed 
before the Judge for such orders as may be required to be passed under 
Section 86 of the Act. If the petition is not dismissed under Section 86 (1) of 
the Act, a summons, on the direction of the Judge shall be issued to the 
respondents to appear before the High Court on a fixed date and answer the 
claim or claimsmade in the petition . Such date shall not be earlier than 
three weeks from the date of the issue of the summons . The summons shall 
be for written statement and settlement of issues and shall be served on the 
respondents by the process staff of the High Court or the District Courts, all 
steps being taken to effect service with the utmost expedition . 

211. Additional summons by post.-- In addition to service of summons to be 
effccted as aforesaid , a summons shall also be sent to the respondents to the 
address given by the petitioner by registered post prepaid for acknowledg 
ment. 

212. Copies of petitions etc., to be furnished .- ( 1) Every petition shall be 
accompanied by 3 authenticated copies of the application for the use of the 
court and twice the number of additional copies as there are respondents to 
be produced along with the application for service along with summons as 
per rules 210 and 211. 

( 2) Any respondent filing written objection to the petition shall serve 
a copy on the opposite party and file a memorandum in court to that effect 
in addition to furnishing 3 authenticated copies for the use of the court. 

(3 ) In case the petitioner files any reply to the objections he shall serve 
a copy on the opposite party and file a memorandum in court to that effect .. 
in addition to furnishing 3 authenticated copies for the use of the court. 
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213. Discovery , inspection and production of documents. After the pleadings 
in the election petition are received, a date shall be fixed , at the direction of 
the Judge, for (1 ) discovery of documents, (2) inspection of the documents 
disclosed , and ( 3 ) the production of documents which are in the possession 
and power of the parties. 

214. Settlement of issues and witness list.- As soon as may be after the 
pleadings are receive i issues will be settled and the election petition willbe 
posted for hearing . Within seven days of the settlement of issues, parties 
shall file a list of witnesses and pay the process fees and travelling allowance , 
the diet allowance and the total conveyance allowance for such of them who 
are required to be summoned . 

215. Issue of witness summons.— Parties shall apply for the issue of witness 
summons sufficiently in time for the attendance of witnesses after service . 
Parties may also produce witnes es without a summons on the date of hearing 
provided they have filed a list of the same required under Rule 214 . 

216. Expenses of witnesses. - A party applying for a summons to a witness 
shallbe required to deposit at the time of applying for summons, a sum 
sufficient to cover the travelling allowance, the diet allowance and the local 
conveyance allowance of the witness accoring to the scale prescribed in the 
Civil Rules of Practice for summoning of witnesses in the subordinate courts. 
Payment shall be made to the witness out of the amount so deposited after 
the witness has given evidence or he is discharged by the Judye. 

217. Diary or Index . - A diary or index of proceedings showing the course 
of the election petition from the beginning to the end in chronological order 
shall be maintained in each election petition . 

218. Application in the petition .-- All applications in each Election Petition 
shall be separately recorded in a register maintained for the purpose. When 
an application is filed , the same shall be placed before the Judge as part of 
the election petition for passing necessary orders. 

219. English translation of documents. So document in any language 
other than English shall be admitted in evil ence unless it is accomp :nied by 
an English translation which shall either be the official translation or a 
translation the accuracy of which is certified by an Advocate of the High 
Court. Costs of the translations shall be at he discretion of the Court. 


CHAPTER XVII 
APPEALS TO THE SUPREME COURT 
220. Applicability of the rules. - Subject to the provi ions of Order XLV 
of the Code and the Rules of the Supreme Court governing the case or any 
special directions that the Supreme Court or the Iligh Court may give in 
any particular case, the rules in this chapter shall govern the proce iure in 
relation to appeals to the Supreme Court: 

Provide that proceedings pending on the appointed day shall continue 
to be governed by the rules in force prior to that date, unless otherwise 
ordered by the Court or the Supreme Court.

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221. Petition for Certificate for appeal --A petition for a certificate for 
appeal to the Supreme Court shall be accompanied by a certified copy and 
two typewritten or printed copies , duly paged , on plain paper, of the 
judgment or final order appealed against. 

222. Posting of the petition for admission . The petition shall be posted for 
admission before the Judge or Judges whose decision is sought to be appealed 
against and in case any or all of such Judges are not available , before such 
other Judge or Judges as the Chief Justice may direct. 

223. Order on the petition .-- The Court may , after hearing the petittoner , 
either dismiss the petition or order notice to the respondents. 

224. Service of notice . Within seven days of the order of notice , the 
petioner shall serve copies of the petition on the Advocates for the opposite 
parties in the proceeding appealed against, such service being deemed to be 
sufficient regarding those parties and shall produce the necessary fees along 
with authenticated copies of the petition for service of notice on the other 
respondents in the manner prescribed . 

225. Posting for final orders. - After notice has been served , the petition 
shall be posted for final hearing before the Judge or Judges who ordered 
notice and in case any or all of such judge or Judges are not available, 
before such other Judge or Judges as the Chief Justice may direct. 

226. Service of copy of the petition of appeal - (1) Where a respondent to 
be served with a copy of the petition or appeal under Order XV Rule 11 of 
the Supreme Court Rules was represented by an Advocate in the proceedings 
appealed against , the notice shall be served on such Advocate and it shall be 
deemed to be service on such party . 

(2 ) Notices intended for the State of Kerala shall be served on the 
Advocate General. 

227. Certificate of service of notice. The certificate required to be sent 
under Onder XV Rule 11 (ii ) of the Supreme Court Rules shall be in Form 
No. 26 . 

228. Procedure for translation -As soon as the notice of the petition of 
appeal is received from the Supreme Court, the Registrar shall give notice 
to he appellant to remit within 10 days the estimated charges for translation 
required to be done under Order XV Rule 14 of the Supreme Court Rules. 
Such charges shall be calculated at the rates sanctioned by the Chief Justice . 

229. Failure to deposit the charges . - If the appellant fails to make the 
eposit as aforesaid , the procedure prescribed in Rule 23 of Order XV.of the 
Supreme Court Rules shall be followed . 

230., Enquiry regarding substitution of parties.- No enquiry under Order XV 
Rule 33 of the Supreme Court Rules shall be conducted without notice to the 
parties proposed to be added or substituted . 

231. Refund of unexpended balance. - An application for refund of the 
unexpended balance of the amount deposite i towards translation or printing 
chargesmay be made by a letter addressed to the Registrar and payment 
may be made to the advocate of the party, if so authorised , 
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232. Procedurefin criminal matters . - Subject to the provisions of Order 
XXI of the Supreme Court Rules, the rules in this chapter shall , with 
necessary modifications and adaptations, apply to criminal matters. 


CHAPTER XVIII 
REGISTERS AND RECORDS AND THEIR DESTRUCTION 
233. Cancellation of stamps.- ( 1) The record keeper shall , when the 
record is consigned to his custody, punch a second hole in each court-fee 
label with a wad cutter punch in a diamond form in such manner as not to 
render it difficult to ascertain the value of the stamp. 

(2) When documents having court-fee labels affixed to them are 
returned to the parties at any stage of a case before judgment, the court- fee 
labels should be punched a second timeas aforestated . 

234. Registers. - The Chief Justice shall prescribe the registers to be 
maintained in the office of the Court. 

235. Index paper to be opened. - An index in Form No. 27 shall be put up 
with the record of every case when it is first filed in Court. 

236. Numbering of the papers.-- Each paper, as and when it is filed in the 
record , shall be numbered and entered in the index under the appropriate 
part to which it belongs, as determined with reference to the table in 
Schedule A to this chapter. 

237. Division and deposit of the papers. - Every record , book and paper 
shall, after completion , be deposited in the record room and divided into 
parts according to the table referred to in rule 236 . 

238. Date of completion of records.- (1) A record shall be held to have 
reached completion on the date of the final decree or order of the Court; in 
the event of an appeal to the Supreme Court, oa the date of the final order 
of the Supreme Court and in case an application for review or restoration is 
filed , on the date of the final decree or order made on review or restoration . 

(2 ) In the case of books and papers, the date of completion shall be 
the date on which the book was closed and the date of the final order on the 
paper respectively . 

239. Periods of retention of records.-- All papers coming under Part I of 
Schedule A to this Chapter shall be retained permanently and all papers 
falling under Part II thereof shall be retained for a period of 4 years from 
the date of their completion . 

240. Periods of retention of registers etc. — The Court registers, books and 
papers described in the table in Schedule B to this chapter shall be retained 
for the periods respectively specified against them , reckoning from their dates 
of completion . 

241. Destruction after prescribed period. - All - records, registers, books and 
papers shallbe destroyed , without fail, on the expiry of the prescribed periods 
of retention , 
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212. Provision regarding copper plate deeds of giant etc .-- Copper plate deeds 
ofgrant, public records or ot.er docume..ti oi acchato o sical or historical 
interest shall be destroyed only after obtaining the orders of the Governinent 
as to whether such articles are to be forwarded to the Guvernment or should 
be destroyed . 

2 +3 . Certain records not to be destroyed . The following shall on no account 
be destroyed : 

(i) Records connected with expenditure which is within the statute 
of limitation , 

( ii) Records connected with expenditure on projects , schemes or 
works not completed , although beyond the period of limitation . 

( ii ) Records connected with claims to service and personal matters 
affecting persons in the service, and 

(iv) Orders and sanctions of a permanent character until revised . 
241. Notice of destruition .-- A notice thall be published in January of each 
year on the notice board of the Court and in the Gazette to the effect that 
tac documents specited in the notice shall , unless previously reclaimed , be 
destroyed after the end of April of that year . 

245. Manner of destruction .-- At the end of the period specified in the 
notice all records, registers, books and papers which are to be destroyed 
except Gazettes, shall be burnt in the presence of the Superintendent of the 
Records Section or disposed of in such other manner as the Registrar may 
direct. Gazettes, which are to be destroyed , may be sold as waste paper. 

246. Power of Registrar to direct permanent retention . - The Registrar may 
direct the transfer of any paper from Part II to Part I of the retention of any 
paper, book or register for a period longer than that prescribed for reasons 
to be recorded in writing . 

247. List of documents destroyed:-Whenever records, registers, books 
or papers are destroyed or disposed of under these rules, a complete list of 
such recorris, registers, books or papers so desoyed or disposed of shall be 
prepared and the date of destruction shall be entered at the head thereof. 
The record keeper shall certify the correctness of the list . 

248. Registers to bemaintained : —The record keeper shall maintain such 
registers asmay be prescribed . 


249. Documents filed by Officers of Government etc. — Nothing in these 
rules shall be deemed to authorise the destruction of any document filed by 
any Officer ofGovernment or produced by such officer upon summons. 
Suc docuine .ts , if not previously reclaimed, shall invariably be returned 10 
the court or office froin which they were produccd .
